Welfare is a dirty word to Gerald Vandezande 
public affairs director of Citizens for Public J ustice, 
a Canada-wide Christian group that seeks justice in 
public life. 

**I don’t like it (the word ‘“welfare’’),”’ he told 70 or 
80 supporters of the Gleaners Food Bank in 
Belleville last week Thursday night at the group’s 
annual meeting. The word creates images of people 
who just need money, he said in a speech entitled 
‘The Future of Food Banks, Farewell to Welfare’. 

“Treating welfare as a money problem is a 
disastrous mistake — especially when we develop 
policies on that basis,’”’ he said. ‘“‘We are talking 
about human beings who deserve human well-

“In a way, food banks ought not to exist — but at 
the same time, I’m very pleased that food banks 
like Gleaners do exist” as an expression of Chris- 
tian commitment, he told his audience of 70 to 80

Because of that tension, 
though, those who support food 
banks need to work on two dif- 
ferent levels, he said. They 
should support food banks such 
as Gleaners — but they also 
should work for changes in 
society that will put the food 
banks out of business because 
they are no longer needed. 

He challenged his audience to 
work for change, saying more 
people attended the Gleaners 
meeting than attend many 
riding association meetings. 

“Fifty people can radically 
change the Belleville communi- 
ty,” he said. “If 50 people in this 
community and in other com- 
munities stick to their prin- 
ciples, then you can make 
powerful changes.” 


He told his audience in the 
question and answer period that 
it is easy to talk in small 
meetings, but that it is impor- 
tant to take those ideas out “‘in- 
to the streets’’ and the 
newspapers. 


“Change comes when people 
speak their mind and act out 
their convictions,” he said. 


For example, he urged the au- 
dience to let Hugh O’Neil, their 
local MPP, know where they 
stand on Sunday openings. “If 
every one of you sends a letter 
to Hugh O’Neil in the next ten 
days, and other communities do 
the same, there is no question it 
will change,” he said. The 
Liberal bill on Sunday openings 
“won't go through if each com- 


POLITICIANS 
WON'T LISTEN TO 
‘WELFARE BUM’ 


“T don’t want welfare! I don’t 
know anyone on welfare who 
wants it!”’ a user of the Gleaners 
Food Bank told the food bank’s 
annual meeting last week at 
Tabernacle United Church. 

He related to the audience 
some of the problems he faces, 
including the need for a ‘‘piece 
of paper” from his social worker 
before Gleaners can technically 
give him assistance. He related 
how his food has been stolen and 
he has had to wait over a week, 
first for his social worker’s day, 
then for a day when the food 
bank is open, before he can get 
food. 

He told the audience that he 
has gone many times to his local 
MPP’s riding office to talk 
about the proposed demolition 
of the Belvedere Hotel, where he 
and around 70 others live who 
are disabled or on welfare. ‘‘But 
I can’t get in!”’ he said in 


frustrations. “I’m a welfare 
bum. He won’t listen to me. 
Maybe he'll listen to someone 
who dresses better or smells bet- 
ter.”’ 

Gerald Vandezande, public af- 
fairs director for Citizens for 
Public Justice and guest 
speaker, urged him to keep talk- 
ing and urged others to support 
him 


“Share your concerns,” he 
said. “‘State them clearly 
wherever you can, to those who 
will listen and to those who 
won't. 

“Those who remain silent, 
agree,” he said. ‘‘We may not re- 
main silent.’ 

He told the audience to speak 
constructively with their 
member of parliament, not tell- 
ing their MP or MPP what they 
want, but asking questions, pro- 
bing, forcing them to give 
answers and justify them.

Flourishing industry 


By Peggy Dymond Leavey 

West of Highway 33 where it 
passes between Carrying Place 
and Smoke’s Point Road in 
Ameliasburgh Township, the 
tiny community of Gardenville 
dips its toes in Weller’s Bay. 
Little remains today to remind 
one that once it was home to a 
flourishing fishing trade and 
reknown for its lucious berries. 

Early in the 1800s a Mr. 
Greenwood bought timber from 
Reuben Young and hired men to 
cut the trees. The lumber was 
hauled to a dock Greenwood had 
built at Pine Point on Weller’s 
Bay, and from there it was ship- 
ped out by schooner. 

Where the trees were remov- 
ed, the raspberries, for which 
the area became famous, grew 
up. 

Toad Town, as the settlement 
used to be called, was bustling 
after 1970 when the McMullen 
brothers built a roundhouse 
there large enough to accom- 
modate eight engines. The 
McMullens also built a machine 
shop and a railroad loading dock 
at Weller’s Bay in order to ship 
out iron ore from the mines at 
Coe Hill. When it was 
discovered that the ore contain- 
ed too much sulpher, the mines 
closed at the McMullen’s ven- 
ture collapsed. 





About 1899, a Gospel Hall, 
served by ministers of the 
Plymouth Brethren, was built in 
the community. The annual 
Christmas concert and pot luck 
supper drew large crowds to the 
hall every year.

became known by the more pic- 
turesque name of Gardenville - a 
fitting name for a place once 


famous for its strawberries, 
raspberries and blackberries. 

Many of Gardenville’s 
residents were commercial 
fishermen, and in good times, 
their catch of herring, whitefish 
and lake trout would fill the 
loading platform at Gardenville, 
waiting for the train. 

Dymond’s Store has now been 
demolished, but for 58 years and 
three generations of the Dy- 
mond family it was the centre of 
the community. It was a small 
store with a single long counter 
and board floors. Before the era 
of electricity the store was lit by

coal oil lamps. Sugar rolled oats 
were dispensed from barrels, 
prunes and raisins were weighed 
out for the customers, and a 
glass case filled with candy en- 
ticed the local youngsters. Coal 
oil was sold from big barrels in 
the shed. For those who liked to 
visit awhile there were crates to 
sit on around the box stove. 

During the Depression the 
people of Gardenville were able 
to grow their own vegetables 
and berries to feed their 
families, and some kept 
chickens or a cow. Ice fishing on 
the bay provided enough of a 
livelihood for the men of the 
area in wintertime to buy 
groceries. But when the county 
forbade any further ice fishing 
without a licence the men went 
on relief. They worked at the 
gravel pit at Pine Point, shovell- 
ing material for the roads by 
hand to earn their allotment. 

Dymond’s Store was responsi- 
ble for looking after the food 
vouchers in the area and would 
be reimbursed by the county. 
When the relief came in, Alf Dy- 
mond would be frantically busy, 
trying to meet the demands. 

The third generation and last 
family member to run the store 
at Gardenville, Grace Dymond 
Hart, still lives in the little com- 
munity where she was born.

In his speech, he attacked 
many of the decisions the 
Mulroney government has made 
over the years. 

On the subject of social 
policies, Mr. Martin stressed 
that Canada could no longer ap- 
ply 1960s solutions to 1990s 
problems such as mothers with 
children below the poverty level. 

As for the much disputed free 
trade document, the chairman 
of Canada Steamship Lines said 
that he was for free trade with 
the United States in order to 
guarantee access to its markets. 

He was adamant, however, 
that he was against the specific 
agreement negotiated by the 
Tory government. 

“This agreement has as much 
to do with free trade as the 
Toronto Maple Leafs have to do 
with good hockey,” said Mr. 
Martin, reiterating his point. 

Companies that came to 
Canada to hide behind tariff 
barriers are here to stay, he 
said, but he questioned ‘“‘will 
others come.”’ 

To force this point home to 
the local audience, he named 
many American industries such 
as Procter and Gamble which 
have made a profound impact on 
the economy of the area. 

He rejected people who say 
Canada can only compete in a 
1960s American market, saying 
what we had to do is stress basic 
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research and development. 

Will the next election be 
fought on free trade? No, he 
said, adding that it would be 
fought on integrity and hones- 
ty. 
“I find it dishonest for the 
prime minister to tell us 
agriculture is not at risk with 
free trade,’’ he said. Citing his 
farming background, Mr. Mar- 
tin said our real problem is not 
what farmers grow but who 
they sell it to. 

He called the Meech Lake Ac- 
cord “‘badly flawed.” 

Although he mentioned it was 
important to bring Quebec into 


the constitution, he found this 
document to be “‘beyond belief.” 

Emphasizing his belief in a 
strong central government, Mr. 
Martin said he couldn’t belieyv 
that Canada’s “most basic 
document was decided about a 
table with ten premiers and a 
power broker.”’ 

The premiers properly 
represented their provinces, he 
said, but provincial conferences 
shouldn’t replace the parliament 
of Canada. 

“Robert Bourassa snookered 
Brian Mulroney to the 
cleaners,” he said, speaking of 
the final document. 


LEADERSHIP FIGHT WON'T 
HURT LIBERAL CHANCES 


The announcement by Prince 
Edward-Hastings MP Jack 
Ellis that he won't be seeking re- 
election hasn’t raised or lowered 
the hopes of the riding’s Liberal 
party president Larry Shannon. 

“It doesn’t matter if we run 
against Mr. Ellis or anyone 
else,”’ he said. 

Mr. Shannon added that the 
party’s organization in the 
riding is in place and the Liberal 
government has paid a lot of at- 
tention to the riding in the past 
three months, providing a 
number of speakers. 

Asked if he felt that the revolt 
over the leadership of the 





federal Liberals would damage 
the party’s chances in the 
riding, Mr. Shannon said he 
thought it wouldn’t. 

“I wouldn’t call it a revolt,” 
he said. ‘“‘Aconcern has been 
adressed ... his leadership hasn’t 
been questioned.” 

In fact, the local president 
said that John Turner is bring- 
ing the party together and has 
taken it to “first place.” 

John Turner's leadership was 
questioned in a letter signed by 
22 Liberal MP’s earlier last 
week which peaked on Wednes- 
day with a caucus meeting on 
the topic.

Sheriff Hardy Collier, who owed 
his job to Wallace, was taken into the 
scheme. At precisely 12 noon by the town 
square clock, Wilson was to be released 
from jail. After he got into his pick-up 
truck, he would be trailed and killed by 
Wallace, who insisted on being the one to 
pull the trigger while selected companions 
watched the fun. 

One detail went askew. Sheriff Collier 
was busy that morning. He instructed a 
handyman to release Wilson. The man 
had to run another errand at precisely 12. 
He let Wilson out of the lockup five min- 
utes early. 

When Wilson jumped into his pickup, he 
caught his potential killers off guard. In 
minutes, an old fashioned chase ensued, 
with the terrified Wilson desperately 
attempting to make it out of the county 
while Wallace trailed him, taking potshots 
at his tires. 

Wilson was successful in a way. He 
made it over the county line into Coweta 
County and pulled into the driveway of 
the Sunset Tourist Camp_Restaurant and 
Cabins. He ran toward the restaurant 
shouting, ‘“‘Help! Help! Somebody get 
some help. They’re going to kill me.”’

Minnow imitations such as wally divers and shad raps also 
get a lot of attention here due to their deep diving 
characteristics. Again, bright colours should be considered. 

Not to be overlooked are local favourites such as vibrex, 
mepps and panther martins tipped with live bait. 

Locating shoals, bars, etc. will in turn generally put a wary 
angler over the fish. This is where drifted, lead headed jigs 
display their merit for anglers who have mastered the art of jig- 
ging. 

Knowing that these fish are in a ‘‘sulking mood” and not very 
active after their spawning ritual dictates the importance of a 
slow trolling speed or jigging retrieval. With the walleye’s 
feeding nature not at all aggressive at this time of year, sen- 
sitive hands and equipment are required to anticipate the 
slightest strike. 

Out-of-town anglers will find marine navigational charts of 
great assistance here to find walleye inhabiting structures. 
These maps can be located at most tackle shops and some sta- 
tionary stores. 


Trout 


The opening of trout season passed last weekend but not 
without the regular fare of angling atrocities.

The Gleaners Food Bank reports that demand for 
food has increased by more than 70 per cent over 
1987 in the first four months of 1988, and as a result, 
the bank has been forced to hold a food blitz May 16 
- 21 to keep its shelves stocked with food for the 
needy. 

Denise Boilard, food bank co-ordinator, says the 
organization gave out an average of 175 hampers 
per month in 1987, but in the first four months of 
1988, the average has risen to 300 per month. In 
January, February and March, the organization 
spent over $12,000 to purchase food in addition to 
food donations from churches and individuals.

Theresa Kellaway says she will not take members 
of Belleville’s city council to court over conflict of 
interest unless the Ontario government helps to 


provide funding. 


Presently the Municipal Conflict of Interest Act 
requires any citizen who wishes to go to court with 
complaint in hand to have the funds to back it up. 
This is what Mrs. Kellaway is fighting and she 


needs support. 


In a letter addressed to On- 
tario Premier David Peterson, 
she has outlined these concerns 
asking, ‘“‘why should this finan- 
cial burden be put on any person 
seeking justice?”’ 

She has still received no 
response from the premier’s of- 
fice about her concerns or even 
acknowledging receipt of the 
March 28 letter. In fact, Mrs. 
Kellaway feels the office of 
municipal affairs is “‘stonewall- 
ing”’ her. 


After phoning the office of 
municipal affairs, asking for 
Gary Sands, executive assistant 
to John Eakins, minister of 
municipal affairs, a number of 
times, she found she was always 
being told that he was not in the 
office. An attempt to make a 
person-to-person call resulted in 
a number of questions by the 
secretary as to who was calling 
and their phone number. With

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SECRECY DISTURBS KELLAWAY 


Is Theresa Kellaway sure 
enough that her case would 
show certain members of 
Belleville city council in a con- 
flict? She says ‘‘yes” based on a 
report from her lawyer, which 
lists items without names. 

“My lawyer says that as far 

as he’s concerned, there are peo- 
ple sitting on council, that 
without any hesitation, in his 
opinion, are in conflict,” she 
said. 
Her chief objection, though, is 
to the secrecy in council. “It’s 
the secrecy of this council I find 
very disturbing,” she said. ‘‘A 
lot of them have been (on coun- 
cil) far too long and think 
they’re unseatable.”’ 

Other criticisms she makes in- 
clude the city’s official plan, 
which has been “amended to 
death” and is in desperate need 
of rewriting, the fact that the 
Woods-Gordon Report (a 
management study of city hall 
on which many administrative 
decisions have been made) has 
never been made public and that 
city council meetings always 
seem to be like ‘‘a baseball game 
with a score of 9 to 2.”” The of- 
ficial plan is in the process of be- 
ing reviewed but solutions in- 
volving her other concerns may 
be a case of ‘wait and see.’ 


One thing that has affected 
her life is a label the In- 
telligencer gave to her — ‘‘self- 
appointed watchdog.” 

“T’m only a concerned citizen” 
who became interested in the 
issue of waterfront development 
and saw other problems along 
the way, she said. 


Other people, however, have 
taken the label very seriously. 
Mrs. Kellaway gets many phone 
calls from citizens concerned 
about other municipal issues for 
her already overflowing plate 
and from a person who prefers 
to phone in the middle of the 
night and hang up. 

“T have never slung any mud 
even though I’ve been accused 
of it,’ she said about accusa- 
tions from people involved with 
city hall. “I’ve never got into 
personalities,’ she said referr- 
ing to a “‘libelous”’ letter to the 
editor in the Belleville’s daily. 

None of these problems have 
deterred her from keeping a wat- 
chful eye over Belleville council. 

Despite rumours throughout 
the city, Mrs. Kellaway says 
that she never contacted the 
Globe and Mail about the 
possibility of an article on the 
mayor’s property deali — 
the paper contacted her about 
an interview. 

She is disturbed by discrepan- 
cies over the number of proper- 
ties the mayor has purchased 
since taking office. He has been 
quoted as saying that he had 
purchased only two properties, 
but he has since acknowledged 
the existence of more property 
purchases. She pointed out that 
although he may have been 
taken off guard by the initial 
newspaper interview, he still 
restated his points at the 
mayor's breakfast in a prepared 
statement a few days later. 


If the mayor is elected with a 
majority next fall, she thanks 
“God’’ that “the 38,000 stupid 
people are all in one city instead 
of across the country ruining.a 
whole lot of cities.’ 

“It’s been a learning ex- 
perience over the last 10 mon- 
ths,” she said. ‘I saw stuff that 
I didn’t think existed anymore.” 

Will she run for alderman in 
the next election? She refused to 
“tip her hand” as to that yet.

facade. This could be the ‘‘anchor’’ that transforms the south 
end of the downtown area, which sort of dribbles out after 
Bridge Street. 

Any one of the three proposals, however, looks viable, and 
any one looks far better than simply tearing the structure 
down. 

Is the building going to be saved? Some are already starting 
to talk about this person or that as the “saviour” of the 
building, but such talk is premature. It’s up to council to save 
it at a special meeting tomorrow, and these plans make it 
possible. So, how about it, city councillors? If you still vote for 
demolition, there'll be something very wrong in Belleville.

HARBOUR RE-OPENED AFT 


By. ved West 
e sun shone on Wellin 
Harbour Thursday, May a 
shone also on politicians, in- 
cluding MP Jack Ellis and 
federal Minister of Fisheries and 
_ Oceans, Tom Siddon. But most 
of all, it shone on the citizens of 
Wellington and the citizens of 
Prince Edward County. 

The offical opening marked 
the conclusion of Many years of 
frustration, dredging and what 
former village councillor Mrs. 
Anna Sztuke called “nagging on 
my part’’ to clear the channel 
leading to the inner harbour, 
finally opening it to boats again. 

_The sands of time, thought 
since the end of the Second 
World War to move in a 
clockwise direction around Lake 
Ontario, continually filled in the 
harbour channel in spite of 
breakwaters constructed to pre- 
vent the blockage. 

Recent studies concluded the 
water flow moved in the op- 
posite direction, and the revived 
efforts to make the Wellington 
Harbour, and thus the village 
itself, more accessible have now 
been realized. 

A study completed in 1985 
estimated the cost of clearing 
the channel to allow the entry of 
fishing and pleasure craft at 
$1.9 million. 

Through the efforts of Prince 
Edward Conservation Authori- 
ty General Manager Terry Mur- 
phy, the participation of com- 
munity organizations and in- 
dividuals throughout the Coun- 
ty and the generosity and 
cooperation of Lake Ontario Ce- 
ment, the project has been com- 
pleted at one quarter of the 
originally estimated cost. 

Federal grants totalling 
$150,000 and a similar figure 
donated in time and material by 
Lake Ontario Cement, the com- 
pleted project funded the pro- 
ject, which opened the watery 
gateway of Wellington, as well 
as providing a snug refuge when 
lake storms occur. 

Speaking at the head of a line 
of dignitaries at the opening 
ceremonies, MP Jack Ellis told 
of his first involvement with the 
village’s perennial harbour pro- 
blem. Shortly after jurisdic- 
tional rezoning made him the 
government representative for 
Prince Edward as well as 
Hastings County, Mr. Ellis was 
accosted by a local resident in a 
Wellington store. “What are 
you going to do about the har- 
bour?” she queried. Mr. Ellis 
recalled when that question was 
asked he did not even know that 
Wellington had a harbour!

As stated last week, there are two basic ways to buy roses, with 
the roots colourfully packaged or with the rose growing in a 
container. Planting root-packaged roses can be risky, especially 
late in the spring when they have broken into top growth. By 
contrast, containerized roses are in a growing medium and have 
well-developed root systems. But the choice is yours. It’s all a 
matter of price.

To minimize dehydration while the root systems are forming 
in the ground, cut the canes of dry-root packaged roses back to 
six inches and cut away any damaged or broken roots. With 
roses growing in containers, trim back all canes to the lowest 
outside facing bud or stem, even if it means cutting away 
healthy growth. This will force new canes out from the centre of 
the plant into the sun and air. 

Roses are not fussy about soil as long as they are supplied 
with lots of water and plant food. They like clay soils and yet, 
one of Canada’s largest rose growers, White Rose i Good- 
. , Ont., grow half a million roses a year in pure sand. 
weirs soeclant container-grown roses, soak thoroughly and 
run a long-bladed knife between the container and the soil to 
loosen any adhering roots. Start digging and keep testing for 
depth by setting the container in the hole in order to make sure 
that the graft, the swollen portion where the canes originate, a 
one to two inches below the finished ground level. When ne 
depth is right, slip the rose cut of the container, disturbing the 

stem as little as possible. 
rent it gently with as hand, holding the pot with the offer 
and set it in the hole then backfill until the hole is t os 
quarters full and then water in with two litres of a solution oe 
recommended rose-fertilizer, usually one with a high mt 7 
number.

‘We're just a bandaid”’ to the 
problem of peverty, said Denise. 
Giving food is not enough. 
Issues such as housing, job crea- 
tion, social assistance and tax 
reform have to be addressed if 
we are to deal with poverty, she 
said. 

At the top of her list is hous- 
ing. Many of the people she sees 
at Gleaners are there because of 
a lack of affordable housing. The 
dollars they should be spending 
on food are being spent on hous- 
ing, instead. 

Social assistance levels are 
too low, as well, and job creation 
isn’t a high enough priority for 
the government, she said. Low 
paying jobs also force the 
“working poor’’ to swallow their 
pride and come to the food bank. 
She cites the example of a fami- 
ly in which the husband and wife 
held down two low paying jobs. 
Their budget was tight enough, 
but when one of them got sick 
and couldn’t work, the family 

had to come to Gleaners for 
food. 

And finally, she adds tax 
reform as a priority. Corpora-

“T don’t know,” she said when 
asked why, but she suspects 
that rising housing costs are 
having an impact, forcing more 
people to use food banks. In the 
past week alone, she said, close 
to 15 people came to Gleaners 
because they had to pay first 
month’s and last month’s rent 
and had no money left over for 
food. 

Another recent trend has also 
been the number of abandoned 
women coming to Gleaners for 
food. Last week, Miss Boilard 
reported that she averaged two 
women per day whose husbands 
had left them. 

Churches are the “backbone” 
of the food bank, Miss Boilard 
said. As many as 15 area chur- 
ches regularly donate food to 
the bank, but they can’t keep up 
with the demand for hampers as 
more needy families and in- 
dividuals stream into the food 
bank. 

Miss Boilard also expects a 
drastic drop in food donations

To keep the shelves full, 
Gleaners is initiating its first 
food blitz since the organization 
started two years ago. During 
the week of May 16 to May 21, 
the food bank is asking the 
public to help restock its shelves 
with nonperishable foods such 
as canned vegetables, fruit and 
fish, peanut butter, beans, soup, 
juices, desserts, spaghetti and 
spaghetti sauce, sugar, coffee 
and tea. 

The food can be brought to 
the food bank in the basement 
of St. Michael’s Roman Catholic 
Church on Church Street. The 
door is at the back of the church 
on the parking lot side. The food 
bank, normally just open morn- 
ings, will be open 9 a.m. to 8 
p.m.

zewski. Her father died of heart failure when 

she was only 11, leaving her mother with six 

children to raise. Five years later, at 16, Gertie quit 

school and married 18 year old John Baniszewski. Ger- 
tie proceeded to have four children 


Gertie and John broke up after 10 years of mar- 
riage. She took the time off to marry Ed Gutherie, 
but their union lasted only three months. Gertie figured 
she had made a mistake. Then, she made a bigger one. 
She remarried her first husband, John, and had two 
more children before divorcing him for the second time 
in 1963 


Never one to be without male companionship for 
long, Gertie moved in with Dennis Lee Wright and 
promptly gave birth to child number seven before 
Dennis hit the road. During her childbearing extrav- 
aganza, Gertie also had six miscarriages 

By 1965, Gertie was 37 years old and looked like 
50. She smoked like a chimney, suffered from asthma, 
and had an assortment of other aches and pains. Her 
sole income consisted of what she could extract from 
the fathers of her children. To make ends meet, she 
often took in ironing. Times were tough, no question 
about it

It became a game, a dreadful e 
orchestrated by an evil woman, whew 
taking out the misfortunes of her miser- 
able life on one young girl, Sylvia 
Likens. Mass psychology, the absence of 
her Own parents, coupled with Sylvia’s 
Passive personality played into the 
twisted woman’s hands. 

The abuse continued. interrupted only 
when outsiders entered the house at 3850 
East New York St. The Reverend Roy 
Julian dropped in to pay his respects. 
He left, quite concerned about how Mrs. 
Baniszewski, in her condition, could cope with such 
a large contingent of children. Mrs. Saunders, a public 
health nurse, paid a call. Gertie explained that a girl 
in her care, one Sylvia Likens, was a prostitute and 
was corrupting her children. Mrs. Saunders sympath- 
ized, but never returned. 

Gertie decided that Sylvia was not fit to sleep 
upstairs with the rest of the family. The basement 
and the mattress would be good enough. She was 
thrown down the stairs into what amounted to a 
private dungeon. From that time on, she was fed 
only crackers and water. Every few days the chil- 
dren would immerse Sylvia in extremely hot bath 
water. When pulled out, her body would be red from 
the heat. Once she feinted and had to be dragged 
out by the hair. 

Sylvia, now covered with cigarette burns and other 
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wounds from being flipped or dragged over the cement 
floor, received treatment from Paula. She rubbed salt 
into the wounds. 

It is difficult to pinpoint when Sylvia gave un the 
fight for life. Perhaps it was the day Gertie ordered 
Jenny to continually slap her sister's face until it 
turned red. After that incident, Sylvia no longer 
resisted any of the abuse. She just lay there and 
took it 

One day, some three months after Sylvia entered 
the Baniszewski house, Gertie ripped her blouse and 
Shorts from her. body. Richard Hobbs held Sylvia 
down while Gertie took a needle and 
began to carve, “I'm a prostitute and 
proud of it’’ into Sylvia’s stomach. She 
tired of the task, but Richard took over 
and completed it. That evening, Coy 
Hubbard dropped in. He hit Sylvia over 
the head with a broomstick knocking 
her unconscious 


Next morning, Sylvia was almost inco 
herent. She had bruises all over her 
body. Gertie decided that she should be 
hosed down. A garden hose was brought 
into the cellar. Everyone laughed as the 
water splashed over the emaciated form 
of Sylvia Likens. She didn’t move. She 
couldn't. She was dead 


Richard Hobbs called police with the 
vague notion that they would apply 
mouth to mouth resuscitation and every- 
thing would be fine 


The abuses mentionéd here are only a 
fraction of those actually inflicted on 
Sylvia Likens. It serves no purpose to 
elaborate further. Suffice to say, hard- 
ened career officers and medical experts stated that 
the Likens case was the worst case of physical abuse 
ever investigated in the history of the state of Indiana 

Paula Baniszewski was found guilty of murder in 
the second degree and was sentenced to life impris- 
onment. She was paroled on Feb. 23, 1973, after 
serving seven years in prison 


John Baniszewski, Coy Hubbard and Richard Hobbs 
were found guilty of manslaughter and were sentenced 
to from two to 21 years in the Indiana State Reforma 
tory. All have been paroled 


Gertrude Baniszewski was found guilty of murder 
in the first degree and sentenced to life imprison 
ment in the Indiana Women’s Prison. She was paroled 
on Dec. 4, 1985, after serving just under 20 years in 
prison.

Thanksgiving, Eastern On- 
aris aaa game hunters will 
be shooting at over 4,000 wild 
turkeys for a spring hunt for the 
second year in a row since the 
Ministry of Natural Resources, 
in conjunction with the Ontario 
Federation of Anglers and 
Hunters and other con- 
servationists, restored the wild 
turkey population. 

The controlled hunt for wild 
turkeys will be held once again 
in Wildlife Management Units 
68 and 71. The hunt is to take 
place over two consecutive six- 
day seasons — the first season 
running from Monday May 2nd, 
to Saturday May 7th, and the 
second, Monday May 9th 
through to Saturday May 14th. 

Each hunter requires a valid 
Ontario small-game hunting 
license as well as a wild turkey 
validation tag, which were 
distributed by a random draw. 
Only one application for the tag 
was submitted per hunter, giv- 
ing him a first and second choice 
of where and which season to 
hunt. The hunters can only hunt 
one of the two weeks of seasons. 
Before the validation tag can 
be purchased for $12, hunters 
require a certificate verifying 
they have attended a wild 
turkey hunter education 
seminar sponsored by the 
federation and passed a wild 
turkey hunter examination

TO WORK 
WITH DYING 


By David Botting 

With the hiring of a person to 
design and develop a 
community-based volunteer 
program, a hospice in Quinte is 
one step closer to reality. 

“After four years of work, 
we're getting there,’ says John 
Fryters, who has spearheaded 
the push for a hospice. 

The hospice board has hired 
Ann Murphy, a Picton native, 
for the task. Mrs. Murphy has 
been an active volunteer for the 
last 12 years as a member of the 
Mental Health Association, a 
member of St. Mary Magdalene 
Anglican Church and as a 
Children’s Aid Society board 
member. 

Without being a volunteer for 
a hospice organization, she 
nevertheless has a lot of per- 
sonal experience with visiting 
friends in hospital and at home. 
Her father died of cancer, and 
she continued to visit the 
hospital in Kingston even after 
he died to help others there. 

Her job will be to develop a 
small group of volunteers who 
will work with the dying and 
serve as a nucleus for the forma- 
tion of a hospice. 

Volunteers are essential to the 
success of a palliative care pro- 


gram and hospice, Mr. Fryters 
says, citing a 16-bed palliative 
care unit in Montreal that relies 
on 125 volunteers in addition to 
paid staff. 

Volunteers will be trained to 
go into the homes of people who 
are dying and to assist them in 
any way necessary, providing 
non-medical and non-nursing 
assistance. The job could be 
simply taking care of 
youngsters and a dying spouse 
while the other spouse goes to 
work or does the shopping, Mrs. 
Murphy says. 

The volunteers won't replace 
the VON or Red Cross 
Homecare workers, but will 
work with them, filling in the 
gaps. 

Volunteers will also be the 
backbone of a hospice once the 
organization is able to open a 
facility. Nurses and doctor’s 
can’t carry the load alone. 
Volunteers will be required to 
serve in the hospice around the 
clock, ensuring that no one need 
die alone no matter what time of 
day 

And the job of the volunteers 
won't end with the person who 
dies. Volunteers will be needed 
to continue to support those left

behind with their grief and 
bereavement. As Mr. Fryters 
says, “Our role doesn’t stop 
with death.”’ 

“‘We’re looking for a human,” 
Mr. Fryters says when asked 
what sort of person could be a 
volunteer. Someone who can 
hold hands with a dying person, 
hug them, be a friend to them. 

Volunteers will be trained in 
eight intensive two to four hour 
sessions. They will learn medical 
terminologies. .They will learn 
about pain medication, such as 
“pain control cocktails’. But 
above all, they will learn how to 
communicate. Volunteers will 
be taught how to use eye con- 
tact, how to actively listen. 

Not every volunteer will be 
suitable for working with the 
dying, Mr. Fryters 
acknowledges. ‘‘You have to be 
cut out for it,” he says. ‘People

“If you could be a mouse in 
the corner at our board 
meetings, you would often hear 
laughter, ” said Executive 
Director Debbie Moynes in her 
annual report to the Prince Ed- 
ward County Community Care 
for Seniors Association. 

In her report to the annual 
meeting held in Picton 
Thursday, April 28, she 
reminisced over some of the 
reasons for joy. 

In days when the balancing of 
budgets becomes increasingly 
difficult, the seniors group 
managed a fiscal surplus, spen- 
ding $3,000 les than their 
$92,000 income. 

Vigilance in monetary mat- 
ters must not be relaxed, 
however, as the ever growing 
group, under the chairmanship 
of Canon John Neal and Ex- 
ecutive Director Debbie Moynes 
have some ambitious but 
realistic plans for the 1988/1989 
season. 

With a growing list of 
volunteers and increased fun- 
ding from the Ministry of Com- 
munity and Social Services, the 
seniors group is looking to ex- 
pand its programs in the areas 
of Meals on Wheels, automating 
its office with the acquisition of 
a computer system, the in- 
auguration of a 55 Plus driving 
education program to provide 
renewed driving skills and the 
continuing support of the COPE 
committee. This latter 
endeavour is designed to help 
those who have lost loved ones 
through death, encouraging 
them to be restored to fulfilled 
living. j 

Since moving the Community 
Care for Seniors office to Main 
Street, the organization has ex- 
perienced a dramatic increase in 
calls and visits to the office. 
After the January 1987 move, 
seniors availing themselves of 
the easier access location have 
resulted in a 250 per cent in- 
crease in such calls and visits.

The rewards for a volunteer 
can be great. “‘You can learn 
from dying people,”’ Mr. Fryters 
says. ‘““They want to talk about 
the important things.” He ex- 
pects that a person who is will- 
ing to take the risk of volunteer- 
ing will become stronger emo- 
tionally and spiritually.

The proposal to tear down the Cablevue Building for a nue 
side park, offering a vista of Belleville’s historic an 
archicturally-pleasing city hall, was not totally without merit. 
It recognized, at least, the value of the Moira River in relation 
to the architecture of the town. The Moira River, along with 
the Bay of Quinte, is one of the great natural resources of the 
City of Belleville. 

That's one of the heartening aspects of the Teddington pro- 
posal that the city accepted last week for the old Cablevue 
Building. The design is concerned not only with the front: of 
the building on the commercial Front Street side, but also with 
the back of the building that looks out over the Moira. We need 
more design such as this for properties ‘‘backing”’ onto the 
river. 

Rather than allow untrammelled development along the bay, 
the city committed itself a few years ago to purchasing and 
preserving waterfront lands as greenbelt areas and parks. 
After the fight over a development proposal in the area last 
summer and fall, a study is underway to make recommenda- 
tions to city council regarding appropriate development along 
the bay. 

Some similar thought is needed for Belleville’s other water- 
front, the Moira River. 

Belleville has the basis for a start. It has, for example, 
parkettes along the northwest side of the river at both the old 
bridge and the centennial bridge. There is a park at the old 
Meyers mill on Station Street — and a dusty old proposal to 
turn the site into a working museum of 19th century industry 
to attract tourism. There is a nice little park on Coleman Street 
opposite city hall. There is the pedestrian bridge across the 
Moira and several walkways that provide access from Front 
Street to parking lots along the river. 

What is needed is some imagination, some foresight and

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That night in 1909 was as quiet as the interior of a 
mausoleum when someone beat Jim McClurkin to 
death 

Jim owned the cotton gin and mill in Calhoon 
County, Alabama. He lived with his sister, Rachel, 
and his miller, Ernest Dodgen, in his own home, 
located about 300 yards from the mill. 

A strange noise broke the stillness of the night. 
Rachel awoke with a start. The noise seemed to be 
coming from the mill. Figuring that someone was 
breaking into the mill, Rachel slipped on a night- 
gown, shook Jim and lit a lamp. As she did so, 
Rachel, who obviously could hear a pin drop in 
the next county, distinctly heard a wagon cross over 
nearby Oxford Bridge 

Jim put on his overalls and ran down to the mill 
Sure enough, there had been a break-in. He 
returned to the house, saddled up an old mule and 
took off after the culprit 
Jim didn’t do that well. Next morning, as the sun 
rose over the heart of Dixie, laborers found Jim’s 
battered body among the high cotton about two 
miles from his home. He had been beaten to death 
with a heavy stick

About 
a half a mile distant from the two houses, acrogg 
fields, was the home of Ervin Pope, his wife, ang 
niece Lulu. Ervin owned his home but didn’t own g 
yagon. 
sae investigation into the murder was imme dia- 
tely undertaken. Wagon tracks were discernible 
leading away from Jim's mill. They were followed 
almost to the point where the body was found, but 
disappeared where the road gave way to heavy 
stone. The local blacksmith, Joe Dodgen, was 
enlisted to help in the investigation. Joe picked 
up a mule’s hoofprints leading from the point of 
the murder to within 50 yards of Ervin Pope's 
home. Joe had no difficulty identifying the tracks 
as the same ones leading from the mill to the rocky 
road. 


When cotton seed and sorghum seed stolen from 
the mill were found in a barn owned by Pope, he 
was arrested and charged with Jim McClurkin’s 
murder. 

John Body gave police a statement. He said that 
a rattling noise from the chain around the peach 
tree had awakened him on the night poor Jim was 
done in. He heard someone say, “Hello,” and the 
response, “Ervin, Ervin, I ain’t going to do noth- 
ing.’ John went downstairs, opened the door a 
smidgen and peered into the darkness.

According to him, one man was beating the 
other with a stick. A mule was tied to the chain 
around the old peach tree. The wielder of the 
stick took off his shoes, threw them on the road 
and took off, leading his mule. John couldn’t iden- 
tify the man with the stick. He remembered the 
time because his clock struck two just as he closed 
his door.

John Draper, who had helped search the 
Pope property, told of finding several buttons and 
buckles in the ashes of a fire on the Po 


Pope’s defense counsel produced an ex rt w 
testified that a couple of the buckles found in he 
fire on Pope’s property came from braces, not 
overalls. Some of the buttons could have come 
from regular trousers. They also pointed out that 
Pope did not have a wagon and had no real 
motive to steal. His farm was relatively prosperous 
and he did not have to steal seed. 


Ervin Pope was found guilty and sentenced to 
hang. An appeal was launched with the Supreme 
Court of Alabama. That august body confirmed the 
sentence, but ordered a new trial. 

Pope had exhausted his entire net worth financ- 
ing his defense at his first trial. The court now 
appointed a young lawyer, Neil Sterne, to defend 
him. It was Sterne’s first murder trial. At Pope’s 
second trial, the sentence was upheld and a new 
trial ordered. Ervin Pope stood trial five times in 
au The fifth trial ended exactly the same as the 
irst. 


Now, six years after the murder of Jim McClur- 
kin, the fate of Ervin Pope was left to the governor 
of Alabama. The governor wanted to be sure that 
Ervin was guilty beyond a reasonable doubt, and 
conscientiously consulted with the judge who pre- 
sided over the fifth trial.

The governor asked pertinent questions. Was 
there ever any chemical test for blood done on the 
shoes? Was Pope asked to try on the shoes? The 
judge had to reply in the negative. The governor 
went on. Would the verdict have been affected if 
the shoes had not fit Pope? The judge had to 
respond that the verdict might very well have 
been affected by such a revelation. 

The shoes were produced. When Pope tried them 
on, they were two sizes too big. There was no sign 
of a large bunion on his foot. The governor com- 
muted Pope’s sentence to life imprisonment. 

We should draw the curtain on the Alabama 
drama at this point, but we cannot. A coincidence 
occurred, which removes all doubt as to Ervin 
Pope’s innocence or guilt. 


In 1921, some six years after the governor com- 
muted Pope’s sentence, he was giving an address to 
the Alabama Bar Association. He reviewed the Pope 
case, emphasizing the poor defense provided to the 
accused and the points which convinced him to 
commute Pope’s sentence. 


Among the audience was Neil Sterne. He took 
exception to the governor’s remarks and responded 
to them. The defense had not attempted to construct 
an alibi for the accused after Pope’s niece Lulu told 
them that her uncle had not arrived home until 3 
a.m. on the night in question. 


Sterne informed the governor that he had tried 
the bloody shoes on Pope at the time of the 
crime. Unfortunately, the shoes were a perfect fit. 
That’s why he didn’t bring up the matter at the 
trial. At the time, he warned the prosecution that if 
they attempted to try the shoes on Pope, he would 
move for a mistrial based on an invasion of the 
accused’s liberty. Sterne further pointed out that 
the reason the shoes no longer fit Pope when the 
governor intervened was because his weight had 
drop from 165 lbs at the time of the murder to 
120 lbs. after serving six years in jail. Pope’s bun- 
ion had long since been cured by the prison doc- 
tor. . 

Sterne concluded his rebuttal by adding that 
sometime after the fifth trial, he had been con- 
tacted by a man named Knighton, who was chief 
electrician of the Alabama Power Corp. Knighton 
told Sterne that on the night of the murder there 
had been trouble on the electrical lines near the 
scene of the crime. At about 2 in the morning, 
he had seen a man driving a mule and wagon 
along the road leading from McClurkin’s mill. The 
man was Ervin Pope.

HAS A NEW AND IMPROVED FUTURE 


By John G. Smith 

It took a plan from a Toronto- 
based developer to do it but the 
conflict over the fate of the 
Cablevue building has finally 
been resolved. 

The proposal, submitted by 
Teddington Ltd., met all terms 
of reference drafted by the city 
and provided a purchase bid of 
$500,000 with a $50,000 deposit. 
A “comprehensive architectural 
package” was also included, said 
Peter Stewart, deputy city clerk, 
in a report detailing different 
proposals. 

With this and other reports in 
hand, Belleville city council 
spent only 37 minutes discussing 
their options during a special 
meeting last Wednesday to come 


to the easily predicted decision 
that this plan was the one which 
would best complement 
Belleville’s downtown area. 

The set of site plans, floor 
plans, elevations, artist’s render- 
ings, a report of the development 
concept and proposed use of the 
property turned the heads of 
even those on council who have 
been steady supporters of razing 
the structure. 

Alderman Stu Meeks told 
council of his past votes against 
the building’s restoration and 
how he had seldom changed his 
mind on other issues but said 
confidently, ‘‘I have changed my 
mind.”’ 

When giving council informa- 
tion on the package, Teddington 


president Brian Magee outlined 
some of his company’s pro- 
posals, including a courtyard 
described as a “‘very human peo- 
ple place.” 

Although Mr. Magee admitted 
he had not gone through the 
building, he said he disagreed 
with a conclusion condemning 
the structure in a report drafted 
by Bel-Con Engineering. 

The do agree, however, that 
the building can’t survive 
another winter in its present 
state, so the first item of 
business is constructing a steel 
frame to support the building’s 
facade. This approach is being 
used based on similar projects in 
the city of Toronto. 

After finding out about the 


building in the newspaper, 
Mr.Magee said, “I thought it 
was very much worth saving.” 
The proposal is ‘economically 
feasable,”’ as the city can absorb 
the space it will provide, he said. 

He is also paying particular at- 
tention to the river side of the 
property, which, “without soun- 
ding discouraging ... doesn’t look 
very attractive right now.” 

A report from the city planner 
Stewart Murray seemed to sum- 
marize council’s feelings best 
with ‘“‘the proposal provides for 
an imaginative and appropriate 
mix of the old and the new that 
may set an example for sym- 
pathetic rehabilitation of other 
buildings in the downtown 
area.” 


MONEY RETURNED TO PARKS FUND 


The final decision on the 
Cablevue Building has brought a 
number of comments and new 
proposals to light — most 
notably from SWAT. 

In a deputation at last week’s 
meeting, SWAT chairman Ed 
Buckley congratulated council 
for coming up with an acceptable 
solution on the building's fate.

The building was originally 
purchased for $275,000 with

Belleville’s fund for parkland 
purchases will be reimbursed the 
original $144,000 with 10 per- 
cent simple interest for its use 
over the past three years. 


Bill Keast, a man who has been 
a strong supporter of the preser- 
vation of the downtown land- 
mark, sees using the near loss of 
this building as an example to 
the city. 

“Tt’s time to stop fighting for 








one building at a time,”’ he said. 
Mr.Keast said he and a 
number of others feel the city 
has lost too many landmarks in 
the last ten years and want to 
begin looking at the problem of 
historical preservation § in 
Belleville in its entirety.

he purely practical, such as a concrete walkway connecting 
decease to the home, are designed primarily to hold up under 
heavy traffic while connections that are mainly esthetic, such 
as a wandering flagstone path, are designed to lead the eye as 
well as the foot from one point to another. And practicality can 
be combined with esthetics, depending on your choice of paving 
materials such as a walkway of interlocking stone or a pathway 
of concrete slabs laid in a bed of gravel aggregate. 

Once you have decided on the purpose of your connecting 
path or walkway, the next step is to decide on the paving 
materials, practical materials such as concrete, stone or brick 
or materials that are less practical, that have to be maintained 
or replaced regularly, such as gravel, stone, wood rounds or 
bark. While the practical materials call for a higher initial 
outlay, the less practical materials require an investment of 
time. In addition, they can be difficult to walk on, can become 
scabbed with grass or weeds and create mowing problems. 

In other words, your choice of materials should be influenced 
by more than initial cost and should also be guided by the 
amount of traffic expected, harmony with the surroundings 
and your local climatic conditions. Walkways that will be used 
heavily should be easy to walk on, provide sure footing, do not 
become slick when wet, clean easily, do not track materials into 
the house, are easy to clean of snow and should not need fre- 
quent maintenance, repair or replacement. 

Pathways through the garden that are installed primarily for 
their esthetic value and are used primarily in summer allow you 
more freedom in your choice of materials, such as wood rounds 
or stepping stones laid on a 6-inch bed of sand. 

The colour, choice and texture of any paving material should 
harmonize with the house as well as the landscape. Interlocking 
stone is effective in providing an almost limitless choice of pat- 
terns. Concrete can also provide versatility in that it can be tex- 

tured, coloured or formed in any shape, and things such as peb- 
bles set in concrete in a mosaic pattern can turn a walkway into 
a work of art.

BLIND LIFTER 
WORLD'S BEST

One 50 kg weight, alone, takes 
a lot of energy to lift. How 
about 150 kg? It’s not an easy 
task. It’s a job which takes a lot 
of practise and training. Only 
someone dedicated to the sport 
of powerlifting could succeed so- 
meone who has a dream of a 
world championship trophy. 

Sarah Thompson is blind, but 
that sure hasn’t stopped her 
dream, her dream of becoming 
the world’s greatest blind 
powerlifter. 

Twelve years ago, Sarah lost 
her sight due to a bad stroke. 
She knew her life would have to 
change, bringing new challenges 
just waiting to be conquered. 

Two years after the loss of her 
sight, she became involved 
again in sports, which she has 
always loved. 

“I was always very athletic 
before I became blind,” said 
Sarah. Becoming sightless 
made dramatic changes in her 
life, but she wouldn’t let it slow 
her down. It was the year of the 
disabled and Sarah’s husband 
decided it was time for her to 
become involved again in the 
various sports activities being 
held. 

She entered track and field, 
and, because she never gave up, 
she surprisingly cleaned up in 
every activity, breaking every 
Canadian record and taking the 
award for top female at the tour- 
nament. 

After gaining a ‘big’ title, she 
was looking for bigger and bet- 
ter challenges. That’s when her 
husband told her about a new 


entry to blind sports: Powerlif- 
ting. 


“The first thing I thought 
was — What is powerlifting? I 
didn’t really know what it was,” 
said Sarah. But she soon found 
out. 

Sarah entered her first com- 
petition for power lifting in a 
tournament in New Jersey, and 
she confidently said, ‘“‘I beat 
them all.”’ 

All along, her goal was to be 
the best blind powerlifter in the 
world. That goal came within 
reach when she was invited to 
the World Championship Tour- 
nament in Ottawa. She went to 
the tournament confident that 
the dream of a world blind 
powerlifting title was finally 
coming true. 

‘I have them all beat now. I 
know it. It’s all a matter of get- 
ting it on paper, making it of- 
ficial,” said Sarah before she left 
for she left for Ottawa. She had 
brainwashed herself to believe 
that she was the greatest — and 
she was right. 

The first thing she said when 
she called Quinte Weekly News 
after the tournament was: “I 
took top Masters at the tourna- 
ment as well as a couple of 
trophies and gold medals.” 
There was a quiver in her voice 
as if to say: ‘‘I really won! I real- 
ly won!”’ 

Sarah was entered in the 81 kg 
class for this tournament. 

Sarah has a busy schedule 
over the next couple months, in- 
cluding a tournament in In- 
dianapolis in June. She is 
especially proud to have won an 
International Achievement 
Award from the Ontario 


Ministry of Tourism and 
Recreation.

From Page 1 
having detrimental effects on the 
serenity of some citizens. 

Assistant Regional Director 
Al Symmonds of the Ministry of 
Environment said the meeting 
was the second step in the pro- 
cess of issuing a control order 
for the company to install and 
maintain control devices which 
will curtail the dust emanating 
from the manufacturing opera- 
tion. 

When the entire process has 
been completed, including the 
provision for further written sub- 
missions from the public, and 
barring appeal procedures by 
L.O.C., the ultimate result will 
be the control order issued by the 
ministry requiring the company 
to install and maintain the 
necessary equipment by a 
specified time. 

Speaking on behalf of the com- 
pany, Mr. Clarke welcomed the 
opportunity to be present at the 
meeting, saying they were “‘Here 
to listen, to learn and to clarify.” 

He further said the company 
“thas been around 30 years or so 
and would like to stay.” 

Mr. Clarke said the company is 
“basically in agreement with the 
order,” and that much of the 
terms of the order are underway, 
partly because of their own 
studies into the problem. 

Several of the estimated 200 
persons who attended the 
meeting gave their views of the 
situation. 

Bruce Williamson, who lives 
adjacent to the plant, asked, as 
did others, why outside storage 
of ‘‘clinker’’ is not covered and 
why the plant seems to increase 
its emissions during the night. 

Mr. Clarke, on a number of oc- 
casions, vehemently denied that 
the company increases produc- 
tion and hence emissions during 
nocturnal operations. 

Some speakers, including 
David Lockwood, school prin- 
cipal and self admitted 
naturalist and environmentalist, 
suggested the dust emissions 
constitutes more of an “an- 
noyance”’ than a threat to the 
well being of human, plant and 
animal life. 

Al Pruner, responding for the 
ministry, said the cement dust is 
alkaline in nature as opposed to 
the chemical components found 
in acid rain. Mr. Pruner had also 
stated the ultimate goal of con- 
trol orders such as issued to 
L.O.C. will be to monitor air 
discharges much in the same 
way as current water pollution 
procedures. 4

How to plan| 
a walkway 





There’s more to planning a walkway or path than simply 
deciding locations and materials. If the walk is to be a main 
traffic route, then it should be a minimum of four feet wide, five 
feet if people are to walk side by side. And no matter the loca- 
tion or the material, you must plan for adequate drainage 


especially if the winters in your area have alternate periods of 
freezing and thawing.

If your base soil is heavy clay, it may be necessary to lay 
drain tiles under a base of gravel topped with sand. If your soil 
has a high sand content, a base of loose aggregate will usually 
suffice. And make sure the paving materials slope from the cen- 
tre of the walk to the edges so that water is quickly shed rather 
than puddling. The centre of a five-foot walk for example, 
should be about an inch higher than the edges. 

In building a permanent walk of brick, flagstone or inter- 
locking stone, lay out the site by driving short stakes along 
every foot of the edge. If you plan to curve your walkway, your 
garden hose will make a good template. Lay it roughly in place 
then push or pull the edges untill you achieve the curves you 
want, then drive your stakes. Excavate the area according to 
the depth dictated by your base soil, the amount of drainage 
material needed and the depth of the paving material making 
sure that the final surface will be about one inch above the sur- 
rounding ground. 

The paving materials may be laid dry on a well drained base 
of three inches of pea gravel, topped with a one-inch layer of 
sand. Make sure you water it well before positioning the paving 
material. Then fill the cracks with more sand, sweeping it 
across the joints. 

If you are paving with flagstone, locate the smaller stones in 
the centre and remember the smaller the stone the thicker it 
should be in order to ensure stability. 

Permanent paving materials can also be mortared on a con- 
crete slab. The slab should be at least three inches thick and 
should be allowed to cure for at least 24 hours and then the pav- 
ing material laid ona one-inch bed of mortar. 

If less permanent paving materials are to be used, such as 
gravel or bark, they should be contained between edging strips. 

Excavate the area to about a three-inch depth, lay plastic 
sheeting to inhibit weed growth and then perforate it at regular 
intervals to provide cranes Top with a ine-inch layer of sand 

then lay your top material.

If interlocking stone is your choice, your 
best bet is a nursery that is also known for its landscaping.

“What’s the point of having 
the act?’’ Mr. Broadbridge ask- 
ed, arguing the province is say- 
ing: “This is the law but we're 
not going to enforce it.”’ 

While Bill 113 would give 
municipalities the power to 
decide the Sunday shopping 
issue under their own bylaws, 
Bill 114 would offer protection to 
employees who don’t want to 
work Sundays. Employees could 
refuse ‘“‘unreasonable Sunday 
work’’, and the province would 
hire employment standards of- 
ficers to determine what is 
“unreasonable” in the event of a 
dispute between employees and 
employers. 

The bill is unwarranted in- 
terference in business, Mr. 
Broadbridge says. “It’s more 
government intervention in the 
work force,”’ he said. ‘The 
government is getting out of 
business (under Bill 113) — but 
getting right back into it (with 
the Employment Standards 
Act).” 

Arguing that the new legisla- 
tion would pit one municipality 
against another and destroy the 
common day of rest that most 
people enjoy now, the Belleville 
Chamber's resolution urged the 
Ontario government to maintain 
provincial control over retail 
business holidays rather than 
toss the hot potato to local 
municipalities, to reinforce Sun- 
day as a common day of rest 
with guidelines to determine 
what are essential services and 
that the government be consis- 
tent in its legislation on whether 
or not Sunday is a holiday in 
both the Retail Business Holiday 
Act and the Employment Stan- 
dards Act. 

According to Mr. Broadbridge, 
the local chamber has found little 
support for Sunday as a day of 
business among either its retail 
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by other chambers at the On- 
tario chamber convention. “A 
vocal minority is attempting to 
dictate to the majority on Sun- 
day shopping,”’ Mr. Broadbridge

plicated by heart problems. He died on Jan. 18, 
1944, leaving Evelyn a wealthy widow. 

Two years later, Evelyn, now 54, but looking 40, 
married for the fourth time. Norris Mumper was a 
retired engineer. He and the new Mrs. Mumper 
moved into the home built by and once occupied by 
Clem Pettit. On Sept. 3, 1948, a few days after 
Norris moved in, he died of a heart attack. He, too, 
left a tidy sum to Evelyn. 


That pretty well takes care of Evelyn’s four hus- 
bands. Now, let’s get to number five. He was a real 


The procedures for adoption 
are both complicated and 
rigourous. So, too, are the pro- 
cedures for bringing the natural 
mother and child back together 
again years later. 

When Hannah Whitelaw (Jean 
Kay’s daughter) was born, she 
was awarded to the crown under 
a formal adoption procedure 
handled by the children’s aid 
society in Kingston. Larry Mac- 
Donald, director of the Belleville 
Children’s Aid Society, describes 
the procedure that Hannah's 


adoptive parents, and other 
adoptive parents, had to 
undergo. 


Prospective parents have to 
register and undergo extensive 
interviews. Seven references are 
checked including their family 
doctor, neighbours, friends, 
fellow employees and character 
references, After this, education 
and economic status is checked. 

With all this complete, they're 
put on a waiting list. 

When a child becomes 
available, after a waiting period 
to be sure the natural mother 
won’t change her mind, a home 
study is done. 

“CAS has a responsibility to 
assess where the child is plac 
... if it’s a suitable safe setting to 
grow up and develop,”’ Mr. Mac- 
Donald said. 

If a suitable family is found, in- 
formation about the child 1s 
shared, visits are arranged and 
the CAS can put the child on 4 
six month probation to monitor 
his or her progress. After this 
term, the CAS can finalize the 
adoption and submit their 
recommendation to the ministry 
of community and social ser 
vices, All information is pass 
on to a judge, who has the final 
say on finalizing an adoption. 

_ Today’s adoptive procedures 
include a step that wasn t 
available 20 years ago when 
Hannah was adopted. After the 
judge finalizes the adoption, the 
adoptive family is presen 

with a sealed envelope with nom 
identifying information about 








a Ewing Scott was born in St. Louis. While still a 
teenager, he obtained a job as a clerk, then moved 
along to become a bookkeeper with a stock bro- 
erage firm, It was here that Scott learned that, in 
order to give the proper impression, one had to 
appear prosperous and be able to converse intelli- 

ently on a number of subjects. He studied the 
wealthy and powerful, how they dressed and spoke 
Soon, he was pouring his entire earnings into jewel- 
lery and tailor made suits. 

The tall, ruggedly handsome Scott soon came to 
the attention of his employers. He was promoted to 
stock salesman. Elated, Scott proceeded to widen 
his sphere of social contacts by joining several sery- 
ice clubs and charitable organizations. He even took 
a fling at the stock business himself, but the L.E. 
Scott Co. soon failed. — 

In 1937, Scott married Alva Gagnier Brewer, the 
daughter of a rich Canadian publishing and mining 
magnate. Scott had no need to work. He took to the 
life of the idle rich like a duck takes to water. Lux- 
uriating on an estate in the San Fernando Valley 
broke up the winters nicely. Extended cruises, 
memberships in the most exclusive clubs and plush 

arties were a way of life. 

But Scott couldn’t stand a good thing. He became 
so abusive to Alva that her family finally bought 
him off. It is rumored that after five years of mar- 
riage, he walked away with a cool $50,000 in his 


jeans. 
In 1949, Evelyn Mumper met 53 year old Ewing 


Scott at a dinner party. Evelyn, at 57, looked much 
younger. She was slim, attractive, and what’s more, 
was worth, give or take a few thousand, a cool mil- 
lion dollars. Scott, on the other hand, was making 
ends meet aS a paint salesman, but never for a 
moment looked anything less than a cultured, well 
dressed stock and securities wheeler dealer. 

Before you could say gold digger, Evelyn and 
Ewing were married. Ironically, they were married 
on Sept. 3, 1949, the first anniversary of husband 
number four’s death. The newlyweds moved into the 
house once occupied by Evelyn and hubbies number 
three and four. 

For six years the Scotts led the life of the very 
rich. They toured Europe and South America. They 
cruised the oceans of the world. At home they were 
active in Los Angeles society, one of their close 
personal friends being singer Jeanette MacDonald. 

Everyone who came in contact with Evelyn was 
impressed with her sincerity and charm. On the 
other hand, her husband was merely tolerated. 
Although he was handsome and debonair, there was 
something suspicious about the man, which 
acquaintances were quick to detect. 


the child’s natural parents. 


Gradually, Scott took over the management of 
his wife's financial affairs. From time to time, 
Evelyn would be seen with a slight bruise on an arm 
and occasionally a black eye. Rumors spread that 
Scott wasn’t above keeping his wife in her place. By 
early 1955, Scott made no secret of the fact that he 
thought it wise to convert most of his wife's 
securities into cash. 
fs May 16, 1955, Evelyn and Ewing Scott test 

rove a Mercedes Benz. They told the automobile 
salesman, Ulrich Quast, that they were thinking of 
taking delivery of the new car in West Germany, as 
they planned on spending some time in Europe. 
They test drove the car, after which Quast dropped 
them off at their home. He was the last person 
other than Ewing Scott to see Evelyn alive. 

Strange things began to happen around the house 
at 261 South San Raphael Rd. The chauffeur, cook, 
and gardener, long time employees of Evelyn's, 
were dismissed from service. Friends inquired after 
Evelyn. Often, there were no answers to their con- 
tinuous phone calls. On rare occasions, Scott ans- 
wered the phone, giving vague stories about his wife 
having a nervous breakdown and being confined to 
a sanitorium “‘back east’’. To some friends he con- 
fided that his wife was an alcoholic who was away 
taking the cure. No one was satisifed with these 
answers, and soon the dark suspicion that Evelyn 
had met with foul play dawned on her friends. They 
wrote to the district attorney’s office. The D-A. 
reluctantly agreed to look into the matter. 

The Scott affair was no ordinary complaint. While 
Suspicious circumstances did exist, there was no 
proof that a crime had taken place. Ewing Scott 
had no criminal record. Mrs. Scott had been mar- 
ried on four previous occasions and had the means 
to move around the world. She could reappear at 
any time, causing a great deal of embarrassment 


However, discreet inquiries were made. It was 
revealed that Scott attempted to gain entrance to 
Evelyn's safety deposit box after May 16, the date 
she was last seen. He also forged his wife’s signa- 
ture on traveller’s cheques in order to deposit them 
in his own bank account. In August, Scott was ques- 
tioned. He confided to detectives that his wife was 
an alcoholic cancer patient, who had simply left. 
She had taken about $18,000 with her when she 
went out for tooth powder on the evening of May 16 
and never returned. 

As summer turned into fall, Scott dated and con- 
tinued to live the life of the genteel rich, minus 
Evelyn, of course. Unknown to him, his financial 
affairs were being monitored by the district attor- 
ney’s office. It was apparent that Scott was using 
every means possible to acquire his wife’s fortune 
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and continue his lifestyle with another woman. 

In order to clear his name, Scott granted police 
permission to check his home. The interior of the 
house was meticulously searched inch by inch, but 
no sign of Evelyn Scott or any hint as to her fate 
was found. Outside, 10 foot steel poles were used to 
probe the earth. Nothing was uncovered 

Police officer Art Hertel had once been on a mur- 
der investigation where a man had buried his wife 
on his neighbour’s property, believing that the 
police would never think of looking there. On noth- 
ing more than a hunch, he hopped the fence enclos- 
ing the Scott property. Hertel felt about the leaves 
at his feet. Sure enough, he came up with a partial 
dental plate and a pair of eyeglasses. The plate was 
identified by Evelyn's dentist as belonging to the 
missing woman. Her oculist positively identified the 
glasses. 

Ewing Scott was picked up and indicted on 13 
charges of fraud and nine counts of forgery con- 
cerning his wife’s assets. Bail was set at $25,000, 
which was paid by Scott. He then fled to Canada 
While a fugitive, he was charged with the murder of 
his wife. 

Scott made his way to Barrie, Ont, where he 
stayed six weeks before moving on to Oakville 
After two weeks in Oakville, he travelled to Midland 
and on to Penetanguishene. In Midland, he had 
become personal friends with the Chief of Police 
while his wanted poster hung in the Midland Police 
Office. All that summer and winter, Scott wandered 
throughout Ontario. In the spring, he was spot- 
ted entering the U.S. at Detroit. On April 16, 1957, 
he was returned to Los Angeles to stand trial for 
the murder of his wife 

L. Ewing Scott never confessed to his wife’s mur- 
der, nor was her body ever found. However, his 
many lies about her disappearance and his subse- 
quent looting of her estate, coupled with the discov- 
ery of her dentures, was too much for the jury to 

ignore. After four hours of deliberation, the jury 
found him guilty of murder. He was sentenced to 
life imprisonment. 


Over the years in prison, Scott could have been 
paroled, but on each parole date he refused to 
apply, stating that to apply for parole would be an 
admission of guilt. Finally, on March 26, 1978, he 
was awarded an unconditional discharge based on 
time served. He had spent over two decades in 
prison. 

On Aug. 17, 1987, L. Ewing Scott, age 91, was 
found dead in his room at the Skyline Convalescent 
Hosp. in Los Angeles. He died penniless, with no 
surviving relatives 
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When the child turns 18, the in- 
formation:is handed over to the 
child, and if the adoptive child 
wishes, he or she can register 
with the adoption registry in 
Toronto. Only if both the natural 
parents and the child register 
will a match ever be made. If the 
registry discovers a match, ex- 
tensive counciling is undertaken 
and if either party wants the 
search stopped, it ends. 

What is different with this pro- 
cess now is that the adoptive 
parents no longer play a role in 
this process. 

“The law has changed their 
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role,” said Mr. MacDonald. z i 613-392-0014

the Child and Family Services 
Act was incorperated) that 
they’d have a role in the process 
but things have changed. The 
law was created, however, to at- 
tempt to protect people’s rights. 

Mr. MacDonald points out 
that a child who registers to find 
their natural parents isn’t 
necessarily unhappy but is try- 
ing to ‘‘exercise their rights.”’ 

So far, Mrs. Kay’s daughter 
hasn’t registered, so she is mak- 
ing her search public. ‘I just 
want her to know that I’m will- 
ing to be there for her,”’ she said. 

Hannah was adopted in the 
Kingston area on July 12, 1968 
by a family who had a son two 
years older. Her adoptive father 
was involved in the logging 
business and the family lived on 
a farm in a large four bedroom 
home,

MODULAR HOMES FEATURED 


One hundred years after a 
village named Quinte was plann- 
ed for north of Shannonville, a 
housing subdivision of the same 
name will finally come into be- 
ing on the site. 

According to Ron Scott of 
NRS Real Estate Service, a 
village called Quinte was plann- 
ed in the late 1800s, but pro- 
bably failed because it couldn’t 
compete with Shannonville just 
to the south.

If thes 
peculiarities can be accepted, the film will provide an 
entertaining couple of hours. 

The story takes place during a span of less than a day 
following the crash of an aircraft carrying the president 
of the U.S.A. The president is captured by the prisoners 
who say they will kill him if any rescue attempt is made.

The area in question is the 
provincial Insurance Act. This 
act is obviously intended to 
regulate the life insurance in- 
dustry, including the obliga- 
tions and conduct of the selling 
agents. However, I don’t feel 
this act gives the Ministry of 
Financial Institutions the 
authority to directly or indirect- 
ly take away the consumers’ 
rights - which it has recently 
done. 

By telling the life agent that 
he/she must not sell any new life 
imsurance to the consumer 
unless that consumer permits a 
comparison copy of the new Sale 
to be sent to the old company is 
creating a catch 292 situation. 
The consumer has until recently 
had a choice of whether he/she 
wanted a copy sent to the old 
company. Now if a consumer 
refuses to have the form sent to 
the old insurer, an agent runs 
the risk of losing his/her licence 
if new life insurance is sold. 

Possibly your paper should in- 
vestigate whether or not this

SLUDGE CRISIS 
DUMPED ON CITY 


By John G. Smith 

Belleville taxpayers 
will be footing the bill 
for an extra $700,000 be- 
ing spent to clean up the 
city’s sewage disposal 
problem — a problem ci- 
ty council feels they 
should have been warn- 
ed about sooner. 

The $700,000 bill is on 
top of the city’s $1 
million bill for normal 
plant operations this 
year. 


At a special meeting last 
Thursday, council members were 
informed of details about pro- 
blems at the St. Paul Street 
sewage treatment facility by 
Bob Watson of the Ministry of 
the Environment. 

Like other members of council, 
Mayor George Zegouras express- 
ed his disappointment about the 
“zero hour” information after it 
was noted that the problem had 
been accumulating for three 
years. 


So much liquid sludge has ac- 
cumulated at the facility that it 
will take months fo dispose of it, 
ministry officials said. The pro- 
cedure to deal with the waste is 
to spread it on farm fields as fer- 
tilizer, but. the present sludge 


has a low nitrogen content, mak- 
ing it useless to farmers. Dry 
weather conditions must also be 
available for the spreading. 

The sludge was originally ship- 

to a storage lagoon in 
Thurlow, which became filled to 
capacity, forcing the ministry to 
start filling tanks at the 
Belleville plant. 

The nitrogen content is being 
brought up artificially but is still 
taking up space in facility tanks 
awaiting an extensive spreading 
program. 

With this burden on the plant, 
its capacity was cut by as much 
as 50 per cent, which could have 
resulted in raw sewage being 
pumped into the bay after a

heavy rain. Dry weather has 
prevented the problem so far, 
but the threat of a spill due to 
heavy rain will continue for 
several more weeks until the 
tanks are emptied. 


A temporary lagoon is being 
constructed near the Thurlow 
site for one time use, relaxing the 
strain on'the plant. 


Ministry officials told council 
that a solution to the concerns of 
how the ministry is operating the 
plant would be for the city to 
purchase and operate the facility 
on their own. The city now pays 
operating costs with capital ex- 
penditures being funded by the 
ministry.

Cassoute reasoned that this was going to be the 
easiest 100 francs he had ever earned. He readily con- 
sented to spend another night in the room, which 
many Parisians now thought was possessed by evil 
spirits.

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On Saturday morning Cassoute was found in the 
same condition and position as his predecessors. 
Newspapers had a field day - a haunted house in the 
middle of Paris.

Land is the key to getting in- 
dustry, Richmond Township In- 
dustrial Commissioner Jim Kim- 
mett told the Belleville and 
District Chamber of Commerce 
breakfast May 25. Richmond 
Township was recently chosen as 
the site of a $320 million 
Goodyear radial passenger tire 
Plant that will create 800 or more 
jobs. 

“Beg, borrow or steal land so 

you can control it,’’ Mr. Kim- 
mett advised. “‘If a municipality 
doesn’t own land, you don’t have 
anything to sell. Without land 
you can’t bring in industry and 
growth.” 
_ And beg, borrow or steal is 
just what he did when it looked 
like Richmond Township was go- 
ing to lose the Goodyear plant 
because of a lack of land. 

Richmond had a bank of 300 
acres of municipally owned land, 
but Goodyear needed 550 to 600 
acres. The company began 
negotiating with 10 different lan- 

Owners in an attempt to assem- 
ble the land, but “ran out of 
money by the third farmer,” Mr. 

ett said.

expects the Goodyear plant to 
have a big impact on both 
Belleville and Kingston. 

“Napanee is small and can’t 
provide the shopping and other 
services that will be required,” 
Mr. Kimmett said. 

The plant will provide 400 
jobs by 1990 when the first 
phase of construction is finish- 
ed, and could provide morethan 
800 jobs when the second and 
final phase is complete. 

Goodyear expects to draw 
labour from Trenton to 
Gananoque and from Prince 
Edward County, Mr. Kimmett 
said,

Gardening 
and Growing

For apartment and townhouse dwellers, the intensity of con- 
tainer growing adds colour and life to an otherwise drab land- 
scape of brick and concrete and can also offer the rewards of 
vegetable growing. And for the urban or suburban dweller who 
may focus their outdoor living around a deck or patio, con- 
tainers provide new opportunities for creative decoration in 
high traffic areas. 

Containers can be anything that will hold a growing medium: 
pots, tubs, half-barrels, boxes or baskets, as long as they pro- 
vide two of the most important requirements of container 
growing: good drainage and water retention, which is not the 
conundrum that it sounds. Good drainage means no standing 
water and water retrention means no excess water loss through 
the sides of the container. 

While there are few limitations in terms of plant material, 
there is no doubt that annuals and containers were made for 
each other, but that doesn’t mean that you have to stick with 
the same annuals all season. You can begin in early season with 
early blooming ground phlox and pansies, switch after the last 
frost to summer-flowering annuals such as petunias or impa- 
tiens, and replace those in the fall with the low-cost cushion 
mums that are featured in most nurseries. 

The only limitations to container gardening are space and 
time, the amount of space you have to decorate and the extra 
time required for feeding. But on the positive side, there are no 
boundaries for your creativity in the selection of containers and 
plant combinations. 

The first step in container gardening, as with all creative 
gardening activities is planning. And the best way to focus that 
planning is at ground level andeyelevel= = =~ treed 

Step back from the area and study it. Where can ground con- 
tainers be located so that they will not be a hazard to shins or 
baskets hung where they will not be a threat to heads? And 
keep track of the path of the sun so you can define full-sun, par- 
tial shade or full shade areas. And don’t overlook the use of 
window boxes, because not only do they add concentrations of 
colour to the walls of your home, they also allow you to enjoy 
flowering plants from the inside out through every window. 

After study, the next step is the choice of containers and as 
with the choices in plant material, this is almost totally a mat- 
ter of personal taste. - 

Nothing quite matches the rusticity and earthiness of wood. 
But large clay pots are making a big comeback and strawberry 
pots are becoming more available. if half-barrels are your 
choice, be sure and drill holes in the bottom, otherwise they 
could become a bathtub. Plastic is the most practical of all con- 
tainer material but not everyone likes its esthetics.

MAN FILMS VIOLENT DEMONSTRATION 


Local businessman Harold 
Lambert will think twice before 
deciding to visit the Seoul Olym- 
pics this summer in South Korea 
after a business trip in which he 
was caught up on the outskirts 
of a violent demonstration in 
Seoul. 


Mr. Lambert, owner of Kom- 
putech Computers, which 
manufactures IBM-compatible 
computers in Milford near Pic- 
ton, toured Asia in April, 
visiting computer factories in 
South Korea, Hong Kong, 
Taiwan and Mainland China. 


In Seoul, his taxi became bogg- 


ed down in a traffic jam next toa | 


demonstration by university 
students against the country’s 
dictatorship government. Traffic 
on the highway dropped to a 
crawl as drivers cautiously work- 
ed their way past the site of a 
violent clash between the 
students and police. 

Taking out his video camera, 
Mr. Lambert filmed the scene. 

As his taxi approached a foot- 
bridge over the highway, he saw 
a group of 12-20 policemen 
dressed in riot gear. “I saw a 
thing go flying through the air 
and land in a bunch of bushes,”’ 
he said. ‘‘The whole bush went 
up in flames.” 

That’s when he realized the 
students were throwing molotov 
cocktails, crude bombs made 
from pop bottles filled with 
gasoline with a twist of cloth in 
the mouth of the bottle as a wick. 


His taxi passed under the foot- 
bridge where several policemen 
were gathered, watching a group 
of students who were holding 
molotov cocktails. He filmed the 

students running up and throw- 
ing them at the bridge. Turning 
back to the bridge, he continued 
filming as a molotov cocktail 
struck a policeman, bursting into 
flames. Another struck a truck 
on the highway behind him, and 
it, too, started burning. 

“And this is live,”’ he said in an 
interview after his return home. 
“This isn’t television.”’ , 

At the time, he wasn’t scared 
by the violence, he says, because 
he was in a car and felt safe. And, 
in a way, he was watching it on 
television, as he filmed it 
through the viewfinder of his 
video camera. “It didn’t seem 
real,”’ he said. 

Mr. Lambert said South 
Koreans seemed very security 
conscious. When he traveled by 
airplane from Seoul to Pusan in 
the southern part of the country, 
he was searched three times. 
Security guards were particular- 
ly suspicious of his video camera, 
once confiscating its batteries, 
thinking they might be some 
form of explosive. 

Mr. Lambert said that he 
visited Asia as part of a business 
tour of computer factories 
because he was looking for new 
products. He said he was surpris- 
ed that he found little that was 
new. ‘“They were doing what we 
do,” he said, ‘‘but cheaper.” 

He was also struck by the lack 
of safe working conditions, citing 
as an example women snipping 
wires on computer boards 
without safety glasses to protect 
them from the flying pieces of 


wire. 

He said he found China par- 
ticularly interesting. ‘It was 
wall-to-wall people,’’ he said of 
the city of Canton. “There were 
bikes everywhere.” 

He was surprised to find 
evidences of Western pop culture 
even in China, where he heard 
songs by Madonna and the 
MoodyBlues — but sung in 
Chinese. na ne enter a

muscles don’t respond to the 
brain's messages and the 
muscles gradually atrophy, leav- 
ing the victims progressively in- 
capacitated. 

Mr. Muirhead is all too aware 
that he is one of the fortunate 
few with the disease. Most A 
victims die within two and & half 
years of the diagnosis. He 1s one 
of the rare few who don’t, who 
may live for 10 or 20 years as the 
progressive disease stops at & 
plateau for no known reason. 

The disease could start to pro- 
gress again at any time, but he 
has no intention of going gentle 
into that dark night. He con- 
tinues to live his life to the fullest 
extent possible. 

“T keep trying to do what I can 
do one day at a time,” he says. 

He continued working at CN 
Rail until three years ag, when 
he took a disability pension. Now 
that he can no longer work at his 
old job, he is determined to use 
the time he has left to publicize 
the disease and help other ALS 
patients as president of the ALS 
Society of Ontario. 

The disease first shows up in 
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_ feet, hands or throat, he 
said. There is no pain, just cram- 
ping and a feeling of utter 
fatigue. “You lose muscle tone 
and get very tired,” he said. 
“You have overwhelming fatigue 
from doing nothing.” 
Patients are able to do less and 
less as the disease progresses. 
Mr. Muirhead, for example, can 
still walk, but only for a short ci- 
ty block — and he says you 
would probably have to carry 
him back after that. On good 
days he can use & walker if he is 
careful not to overstrain himself. 
On more active days, he uses a 
wheelchair or electric scooter.

Before you decide on large clay pots, make sure you have a 
safe place for storage. If they are left outdoors to the ravages of 
winter, clay pots tend to flake and crack. And make sure they 
are emptied before freeze-up, otherwise soil expansion could 
shatter them. 

Clay strawberry pots - - vase-shaped containers with planting 
pockets on the sides - - provide an “English garden” look and 
are a good choice as long as you know about their watering pro- 
blems (running out the side holes before it reaches the bottom). 

Once a week, dip them into a pail of water and that is the end 
of the problem. 

In terms of practicality and price, nothing compares with 
plastic. Since it is non-porous, it holds water better than clay or 
wood and stays clean-looking, season after season. But plastic 
is light and tends to tip in the wind, a problem than can be over- 
come by adding a layer of stones before the growing medium. 

If your choice is concrete, make sure the containers are small 
or be prepared to leave them in place for a long time, because 
large planted concrete containers can weigh upward of 100 
pounds. 

And don’t hesitate to be innovative. One of the more attrac- 
tive plantings I have seen used a grouping of glazed, rec- 
tangular flue tiles in varying sizes and heights. 

When it comes to hanging containers, the preference is for 
plastic and for good reason. Plastic baskets are light-weight, 
easy to suspend and move around and hold water well. And 
when you are hanging plants high in the sun and wind, water 
retention is important or watering could become a daily chore. 

Try not to hang your containers higher than eye level or 
much of the effect could become lop-sided. If you don’t like the 
look of the suspension wires, and replace them with thin nylon 
cord looped over an S-hook and inserted through the holes in 
the lip of the container and tied off. For safety’s sake, close the 
botton loop of the S-hook with a pair of pliers. 

At the mid-way point between ground containers and hang- 
ing baskets are window boxes. I have 14, one at-every ground 
floor window, ranging in length from 30 to 50 inches. Window 
boxes are easy to construct and will last a lifetime if the wood is 
properly protected. I used three quarter-inch marine plywood, 
coated inside with a clear urethane and painted outside with an 
oil base paint and they are as good as when installed ten years

ENTERS LIBERAL RACE [i 


John Fryters, 39, has thrown 
his hat into the ring, making his 
bid the first for the Liberal 
nomination for the Prince 
Edward-Hastings riding. 

At a May 27 press conference, 
the founder of Serenity House of 
Quinte made his bid for the 
nomination and gave a list of 
some of his priorities both as a 
possible member of parliament 
and a candidate. 

“It is my intention to poll the 
local riding association members 
and more specifically the local 
people with respect to setting an 
agenda based on their wishes,” 
said Mr. Fryters during a 
prepared speech. 

Although he recognizes that 
this riding is traditionally Pro- 
gressive Conservative, he noted 
that ‘‘times change and I believe 
that the time has come to allow 
someone with a _ different 
political and philosophical per- 
suasion and maybe with fresh 
ideas to represent the Prince 
Edward-Hastings area in Ot- 
tawa.”’ 

Despite controversy within the 
Liberal party over the leader- 
ship, Mr. Fryters openly stated 
that he supported the leadership 
of John Turner. 

Mr. Fryters said he wasn’t 
seeking the nomination because 
of dissatisfaction with Pro- 
gressive Conservative Jack Ellis’ 
representation. His “‘overriding”’ 
reason for running, however, was 
“the apparent arrogance with 
which ... Brian Mulroney, has 
governed this country over the 
last four years,”’ he said.

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PRISONERS 
LEARN 
HOW 

TO STAY 
OUT 

OF JAIL

“They don’t need to know 
how to balance a check-book 
but they do need to learn how to 
jut plain got along with other 
people — that's what life ski 
are all about.”’ srills 

So said Elizabeth Fabiano in 
addressing the annual meeting 
of the Prince Edward Correc- 
tions Advisory Board in Picton 
May 25. 

Miss Fabiano, a project co- 
ordinator with the federal 
Ministry of the Solicitor- 
General, told of new programs 
underway that will provide 
more meaningful aids to living 
in society once a prisoner is 
released back into the 
mainstream of society. 

Although Miss_ Fabiano 
sprinkled her address with pro- 
fessional jargon, using terms 
such as ‘‘cognative models” and 
“recidivistic tendencies”, the 
basic premise of the program 
with which she has been involv- 
ed is simply to teach those in 
prison how to think before they 
come back on the street. 

The target of the program she 
directs is to lessen the risk of 
such a person acting in their 
previously impulsive manner 
and thus transgressing the law 
once again. 

Rather than teaching of- 
fenders who won't be““‘out’’for, 
another five years or more how 
to balance their budget, the 
cognative program teaches pro- 
blem solving and the difference 
between acting on fact rather 
than opinion. 

As an illustration, Miss Fa- 
biano offered an example in 
which a man, observing his girl 
friend talking to another man, 
would stop and think before 
jumping to the. possible er- 
roneous conclusion that the 
other male was “‘muscling in.”’ 

Prison inmates tend to be im- 
pulsive in nature, acting 
without thinking it through, 
which is often the reason why 
they end up in prison in the first 
place. 

“Tf you can change the way an 

offender thinks, you can change 
his behavior,”’ she said. 
Giving the lie to the oft-held 
‘umbrella statement that 
nothing works” in rehabilitative 
programs, Miss Fabiano said 
the cognative skills develop- 
ment program is showing mark- 
ed results. 

In one test group comprised 
of “high risk’’ probationers 
sentenced to participate in the 
special skills training, 18 per 
cent broke the law again, but on- 
ly in minor matters leading t0 
no further imposition of 
sentence. A matching test 
group without the special train- 
ing had a recidivism rate of 67 
per cent. 

Board Chairman Larry 
Richardson told the speaker in 
his thanks for the speech: “You 

have given us hope.” 
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A popular bumper sticker 
reads ‘‘he who dies with the most 
toys, wins.” 

Although participants at this 
weekend's fan jet rally at Moun- 
tain View may not have the most 
toys, they’re certainly in the run- 
ning for the best.

the show. 

“There’s not this much flat 
land in all the state of Penn- 
sylvania,” he quipped.

everything they possessed. A fake robbery would 
fool the idiot police, whose mental capacity was not 
equal to his.

Jean Baptiste (Jack) 
Laviolette was born in Belleville 
July 19, 1879 and was in-

He is one of only three athletes 
named to both the Hockey Hall 
of Fame and the Canadian 
Sports Hall of Fame, named to 
the latter as a lacrosse player.

Born Feb. 22, 1919 in Toronto, 
Jack Devine was sports director 
of CJBQ Radio from 1945-83.

He won four Canadian 
weightlifting championships and 
attended the 1967 Pan-American 
Games, the 1970 Commonwealth 
Games and the 1972 Munich 
Olympics. He still holds several 
Canadian weightlifting records. 

He resides at RR 2, Frankford 
with his wife Louise and two 
children. 

DOUG GRANT 

Doug Grant started his legen- 
dary badminton career playing 
lawn badminton with his mother 
and father in the maritimes in 
the twenties. He went on to win 
three Canadian senior men’s 
singles badminton champion- 
ships in 1933, 1934 and 1936. He 
was also the world professional 
badminton champion in 1945-46, 
In 1954, he lost three sets to 
Stan Cutts in the first televised 
badminton championship in 
Canada.

100 YEARS AGO 


By David Botting 

What tales could be told by the 
walls of Ontario’s rural 
schoolhouses, if they could 
speak, long ago closed down by 
the migration from farm to city 
and consolidation of the school 
system in the fifties and sixties! 

This weekend, former students 
and staff will be returning to the 
S.S. 4 Spencer’s School, 2nd Con- 
cession, Thurlow, for a 100th an- 
niversary celebration of the 

school. The weekend begins with 
an open house Friday night and a 
reunion day at the school star- 
ting at 10 a.m. Saturday. 
Actually, the school is over 
100 years old, though the pre- 
sent brick structure was built in 
1888. It replaced an older frame 
structure. The school was known 
as Spencer’s after the farmer 
who provided land for it. Closed 
in the 1950s, the school is now 
used as a community 
Neighbours Aid Hall. 

A look through some of the 
documents relating to the school 
takes one back in time to a day 
when the community school was 
a centre for the rural community 
it served. 

The handwritten building 
specifications used by W.H. Gar- 
rison, a Plainfield contractor, is 
dated Jan. 17, 1888. The school 
cost $650 and was completed in 
August of the same year. The 
contract included desks for the 
children and teacher — quite a 
change from the “rude benches” 
and slanting desks in the old 
frame school, noted in a log book. 

Nearly 20 years later, the 
school bought new desks. A 
school furniture contract with 
the Globe Furniture Company 
Ltd. in Walkerville dated Dec. 
26, 1907, puts the price of the 
desks at $104.40 — for the whole 
contract, not single desks. 

Teaching salaries didn’t 
change much until well into the 
20th century. In 1864, a Mr. 
Blythe was paid $300, which was 
paid through a donation from 
each family in the school. More 
than 40 years later in 1908, a 
contract with teacher Irene 
Stewart notes she will be paid 
$400. Log books in the late thir- 


Imagine spending your sum- 
mer sorting through surveys and 
analyzing them.

ties and early forties note 
salaries of $600 and $725 per 
year. In 1942, teacher Ethel A. 
Spearing was paid a salary of 
$840 — but the log book notes a 
Christmas bonus of $100. 


In the late thirties and early 
forties, an annual Kiwanis 
chicken-raising project must 
have been a highlight of the year, 
since each year in the log book 
mentions it in detail. In the 1940- 
41 schoolyear, students at the 
school received 25 chickens and 
25 pounds of starter from the 
Belleville Kiwanis Club. The 
1941-42 log proudly notes that 
the school won the cup for the 
school with the highest standing 
in the annual contest, and the 
1943-44 log notes that the Kiwa- 
nians “treated the ten children 
who had chickens and teacher to 
a matinee and lunch.”’ 

During the these war year, col- 
lection of money and salvage for 
the war effort is constantly 
noted. 

“The pupils used spending 
money to purchase war savings 
stamps to assist with Canada’s 
war effort,’” the 1940-41 log 
notes. ““Magazines and books 
were collected for soldiers, 
Christmas money collected for 
navy. Many young people of sec- 
tion attended special night 
classes held at Belleville Col- 
legiate to train workers for war 

industries. This school helped 
get up concert with No. 3 
Thurlow in that school and the 
proceeds ($20) were sent to the 
Toronto Telegram’s War Vic- 
tims Fund.” 

A year later, the log notes that 
an ex-pupil, Jack Howe, enlisted 
in the Ordinance Corps. He was 
presented with a watch by the 
community, and “‘in Feb. 1942, a 
patriotic concert was put on in 
the school in support of the se- 
cond victory loan campaign with 
an attendance of 110 persons.”’ 

Daylight Saving Time was 
adoped as the universal time on 
Feb. 9, 1942, the log states. 
Later, it is mentioned that three 
pupils ‘‘passed entrance on 
year’s work to assist in wartime 
production on farms.”’

TAXATION 


Hitting your pocketbooks 
first, we'll start with municipal 
taxation. This year, taxation 
totalled $34,840,139, an increase 
of $2,713,042 over last year. 

The largest taxation increase 
was in the realty tax category, 
which rose $2,063,499 over the 
1986 figure of $23,936,209. With 
these increases, it may not sur- 
prise our readers that the percen- 
tage of taxes collected dropped 
to 95.61 per cent from 96.08 per 
cent in 1986. 

Moving on from taxes, don’t 
forget that if you want to do 
something in The Friendly City, 
you usually need a licence. The 
number of licences granted in- 
creased to 2,568 over 2,459 in 
1986. Oddly enough, the number 
of garage sale licences dropped 
from 954 to 926. Maybe people 
can’t afford to replace old items 
with new ones because of the tax- 
ation increases. 





BIRTH RATE 


The number of births in the ci- 
ty rose to 1,414 from 1,325 last 

ear while the number of deaths 
rose from 498 to 531. Belleville 
heard the chime of wedding bells 
579 times.

you need something more than a 
blood test — you need sta- 
tionary. Last year, Belleville city 
hall departments spent 
$27,945.49 on miscellaneous sup- 
plies. 

With all of these pens, you 
must have a lot of people hard at 
work. In 1987, in various depart- 
ments of city hall, 312 people 
made their mark as employees of 
the city. 

We all know that the city can’t 
employ everyone, so we need in- 
dustries — and industries need a 
place to operate. Industrial land 
amounting to 15.8 acres was sold 
to new companies. With others 
coming in, existing industries 

grow. In 1987, 66,000 square feet 
was added to the city’s industrial 
base due to expansion. 

With industries and employees 
comes another need. How do peo- 
ple get to work? This is where 
road repair and construction 
come into the picture. 





PUBLIC WORKS 


In 1987, Belleville’s public 
works department resurfaced ci- 
ty streets with 3,659.773 tonnes 


of asphalt and treated 110,632.9 
square meters with a single sur- 


face treatment. Materials used 
for the work included 2,350.1 
tonnes of asphalt hot mix, 395.5 
tonnes of asphalt cold mix, 
4,787.1 tonnes of 16mm crushed 
gravel, 2,050.6 tonnes of pit run 
gravel and 40,379 litres of a dust 
control liquid. 

On top of this, 1,204.7 litres of 
yellow traffic paint and 1,272.9 
litres of white traffic paint were 
formed into lines, which many 
motorists ignore anyway. 

Now don’t think the city isn’t 
thinking of the pedestrian. In 
1987, 1,662.326 square meters of 
sidewalk were laid.

“There’s a time when you have to experience 
things at other than an intellectual level.” 

So said Cal Thibault, and so he did. 

Cal Thibault, nineteen years old and a graduate of 
Prince Edward Collegiate Institute, has recently 
returned from four months in Indonesia as part of 
the Canada World Youth program. 

There, living in the village of Kutabuara, popula- 
tion 350, he experienced life with no electricity, no 
running water and a diet of rice three times a day, 
supplemented by some vegetables and salted fish. 


The greatest culinary difficul- 
ty he had to overcome was eating 
dog. However, he did adjust, 
saying of the experience, “Our 
goal was to live as a villager, and 
I did overcome my original 
repugnance.” 

Dogs, he explained, are not 
kept as pets in Indonesia, but as 
a food source, and a dog 
barbecue was held about once a 
month. 

One of the purposes of the 
Canada World Youth program is 
to make youth more aware of the 
similarities rather than the dif- 
ferences amongst people at home 
and abroad, thus, the team of 
which Cal was member lived and 
worked right in the community.

experience was a bit of an eye- 
opener to a young man ac- 
customed to seeing the farm 
machinery of Prince Edward 
County. 

Their big work project was ex- 
panding a local road from a cow- 
path to something a trifle more 
sophisticated. The rocky road 
that took shape over four mon- 
ths meant using equipment no 
more sophisticated than a sledge 
hammer and a chunkel, an imple- 
ment like a large hoe. 

“We had to find rocks and 
break them up,” said Cal. His 
lean and tanned frame give 
evidence that his sojourn was 
not a soft one.

Capt. Boone’s greatest con- 
cern is traffic flow, the logistics 
of moving nearly 100,000 people 
and their vehicles from public 
roads onto parking areas. 

“The biggest impediment is if 
people don’t follow the direction 
of the pointsmen, "he said. 

However, after three years of 
directing that particular opera- 
tion, the base security officer 
thinks he has traffic control run- 
ning about as smoothly as it 
can. 

The traffic control plan is 
designed so that vehicular traf- 
fic can enter one of the several 
parking lots from each direction 
without having to cross over on- 
coming traffic lanes. Once cars 
are inside the free parking areas, 
access to the show is provided 
by continuous shuttle bus ser- 
vice for those not choosing to 

walk. 

Special provision is being 
made for nearby parking for the 
handicapped. Disabled persons 
may arrange for a special park- 
ing consideration by calling 965- 
3385 prior to the air show. 

Behind all the planning, all 
the traffic controll, all of thed 
24-hour security watch over air- 
craft and static displays, is Cap- 
tain Boone’s most important 
priority: courtesy. 

“People must ‘be treated 
courteously, because they are 
our guests,” he said.

One of the more exciting in- 
volvements this year, according 
to Major King, is the ap- 
pearance this year, for the first 
time, of MAG. 

No, MAG is not the nickname 
for a human VIP, but the 
acronym for the force’s new 
Mobile Arrestor Gear. 

Similar in concept to the 
device used on board aircraft 
carriers to snag landing aircraft, 
MAG will be installed on one of 
the runways at CFB Trenton 
during the show. Said Major 
King, “MAG is a_ system 
employing a cable stretched 
across a runway to hook an air- 
craft that may be in trouble.” It 
is hoped that during the show 
there will be a demonstration of 
this barrier stopping an F-18. 

Like all the forces personnel 

with whom we've spoken in 
these weeks leading up to the 
big event, the Ground Support 
folks keep the visitors’ aspect 
paramount.

A large basement room with 
two black boards and desks 
awaits the six students who 
make up the Quinte Adventist 
School. 

To students Sonali Patel, 
Tony Smith, Sunil Patel, Sujata 
Patel, Adam Furney and Sasha 
Patel, this is a normal setting 
for a classroom. Their teacher, 
Elsie Magoon, sits at the front 
of her tri-level class working 
with her pupils. Miss Magoon 
has been a teacher with the 
Adventist denomination for 26 
years. 

The Quinte Adventist School 
has been open for two years and 
it still has only six students, but 
Miss Magoon would be willing 
to match the quality of educa- 
tion in her school with any 
public school. 

“They study all the same 
things as public school students 
do,”’ says Miss Magoon. “But 
they miss their friends, and 
maybe they miss some of the 
things they doin gym.” 

The school, although well- 
equipped academically, lacks 
the indoor space for large 
physical activites and has only 
recently acquired a basketball 
net, outdoors, for extra ac- 
tivities. 

“We're still waiting for them 
to put up a swing-set, but that 
wouldn’t matter anyway, the 
boys still would play in the 
bushes and in the creek,” said 
Miss Magoon. 

What makes the school 
special is its commitment 
toward Bible study. According 
to a pamphlet given out by the 
Quinte Adventist School, the 
objectives of the program are to 
bring the student in harmony 
with God and prepare him/her 
for service. The school also tries 
to elevate and “‘ennoble’’ his/her 
moral nature so that he may 
reflect the image of the creator. 
Another goal is to provide train- 
ing for each student in the 
duties and responsibilities of 
citizenship and to develop the 
highest degree of excellence 
possible in accordance with each 
child’s ability.

Choosing plants 
for container 
growing

When selecting plants for containers, be sure and choose 
those with the longest blooming period and stick to plants with 
a compact habit, since staking is not only a nuisance but is also 
unattractive. Be prepared to plant closer than in the garden in 
order to produce a nice full effect, but make sure you do not mix 


sun and shade-loving plants because one will suffer at the ex- 
pense of the other.

And before you buy a single plant, decide whether you wish 
to make mass plantings of one variety, such as impatiens, or 
several kinds in order to create a “bouquet” effect, combining 
several different plant forms and colour combinations, e.g., 
upright pink geraniums, dwarf white zinnias, small yellow 
marigolds and trailing blue lobelia. 

The choice of annual plants for container growing is almost 
limitless. Anything that can be grown in the garden can be 
grown in containers. Many, such as the trailing plants, are far 
better displayed in containers. Here are some suggestions. 

Sun Plants - Ageratum, African daisy, fibrous begonias, 
browallia, calosia, clarkia, calliopsis, diamthus, annual dra- 
caena, sweet alyssum, four o’clock, marigolds, nemisia, nico- 
tianna, pansies, pelargonium (geranium), petunia, annual 
phlox, portulaca, salpiglossis, thundergia, verbena and zinnia. 

Shade Plants - Fibrous begonias, tuberous begonias, 
browallia, coleus, impatiens, mimulus, nicotiana, pansies and 
thunbergia. 

Baskets Plants - Browallia, impatiens, lobelia, cascading 
pelargonium, petunia, creeping zinnia, nasturtium and verbena. 

The day before you select your plants at the nursery, water 
your containers well, and as soon as you bring your plants 
home, give them a good soaking. Spring is a busy time at the 
nurseries and often times watering is a hit and miss affair. 

When selecting plants, make sure to avoid those in bloom. In- 
stead, choose compact, well-branched plants’(Tight buds are 
allowed). They will transplant with far less shock and will likely 
come faster into full bloom. 

Removing plants from the growing containers depends on 
how they are planted. If they are in individual pots or cell 
packs, they can be simply rapped or popped out. But when they 
have been grown together, such as in a fibre container or plastic 
flat, don’t attempt to pull them apart or the damage could be 
severe. Rather, cut them apart with a sharp knife. 

After setting the plants in the prepared planting holes, back 
fill gently tamp the soil around the roots. This gets rid of air 
pockets. Water but don’t feed. Wait until the plants have 
recovered from transplant shock before you worry about nutri- 
tion. Besides, there are enough starter nutrients in the soiless 
mix to look after the plant’s needs for at least a couple of 
weeks, Then start with a 10-52-10 water-soluble fertilizer. 

When you grow in containers, you can’t leave watering up to 
the rain. In fact, depending on how much your plants are expos- 
ed to sun and wind, they may require a soaking every three or 
four days. And don’t be stingy, because with the soiless mixes, 
overwatering is almost impossible.

With this specialization and a 
greater amount of public relg- 
tions, Mr. Auld hopes to reverse 
a trend of high school students 
going to university instead of 
community colleges. Even 
though the colleges have higher 
placement rates in job related 


programs and graduates report a 
high degree of job satisfaction 
after graduation, he is concerned 
about the decline in enrolment in 
the system. Loyalist, unlike the 
community college system as a 
whole, however, is facing an in- 
creased enrollment. 

As other college presidents, he 
is also concerned with provincial 
funding and its impact on the 
quality of education the college 
can provide. Low funding means 
“larger classes and less hands-on 
training,”’ he said. 

Loyalist found its new presi- 
dent after an 18 month search 
using a consulting firm costing 
“upwards of $30,000,” said Reg 


Pearson, chairman of the college 
board. 

Mr. Pearson refused to divulge 
the salary range for the presi- 
dent, noting that the board still 
has to deal with it regarding 
public disclosure. 

Chosen from 140 initial ap- 
plicants, Mr. Auld has been 
chairman of the department of 
economics at the University of 
Guelph, specializes in en- 
vironmental economics and 
holds a doctorate in philosophy. 

Mr. Auld’s appointment 
makes him Loyalist’s third presi- 
dent,. succeeding Herb Young 
who just retired after holding the 
position for 18 years.

Marie de Lourdes Rodriques was a 20- 
year-old beauty when she met Richard 
Jahnke in Santurce, Puerto Rico. Marie 
was susceptible to the attentions of the 
confident American. She lived alone in a 
less than comfortable apartment and, as 
an operator with the local telephone com- 
pany, earned only enough to get by. 

On the other hand, the ambitious, 
serious Richard was a career army man. 
True enough, he was only a private, but 
he had a good bookkeeping job at Fort 
Brooke.

more. The pregnancy coincided with 
Richard’s reassignment to Fort Ord, 
Calif.

The Jahnkes, a typical army family, 
relocated often in the ensuing years. A 
stint in Germany could have been a real 
adventure, were it not for the beatings 
inflicted by Richard. Rarely did a week 
go by that one or both of the children 
weren't severely beaten. Marie soon 
learned the rules. Long sleeves hid the 
children’s bruises. Excuses made up for 
scraped knees. 

Then there were the good days, when 
Richard behaved like a normal father to 
his family. Young Richard and Deborah 
would be lulled into a feeling of confi- 
dence in their father, only to be brought 
back to earth by Richard’s severe mood 
changes.

Inside the house, officers found 
weapons in a bedroom beside an open 
window. It appeared that the assailant 
had escaped through the window. A 
thorough search of the Jahnke house un- 
covered a total of 14 rifles, 12 hand guns 
and seven shotguns, in all 33 weapons. 

Young Richard had crawled out the 
open window into the bitter cold 
November night. After wandering for 
some hours, he made his way to the home 
of Donna Haese. He didn’t know Donna 
that well but he felt he had to talk to so- 
meone. Besides, it was so very cold. 
Donna’s stepfather, Clarence Kepcham, 
let Richard in and listened as the boy 
told him simply, “I shot my dad.” Mr. 
Ketcham called police. Next morning, 
Deborah was picked up in a nearby park. 
She was far more substantially clad than 
her brother. 

Richard Jahnke Sr.’s estate amounted 
to over half a million dollars. Marie used 
some of that money to defend her chil- 
dren. Her lawyers were unsuccessful in 
having the Jahnke offspring tried in a 
juvenile court. 

Richard was tried first, some two years 
after he had killed his father. He was 
found guilty of voluntary manslaughter. 
Deborah, who was tried separately, was 
found guilty of ‘‘aiding and abetting 
voluntary manslaughter.” 

Richard was sentenced to not less than 
five years or more than 15 years in 
prison. His lawyers appealed and gained 
his release on $5,000 bail. The Wyoming 
Supreme Court upheld the court’s sen- 
tence. However, the governor of the state, 
Ed Herschler, later commuted the sen- 
tence, enabling Richard to gain his parole 
on Sept. 9, 1985. 

Deborah was sentenced to from three to 
eight years incarceration in a women’s 
centre. She was released on $25,000 bail 
put up by her mother. The Supreme Court 
of the state also upheld her sentence 
Once again, Herschler intervened, com- 


muting her sentence to one year’s pro- 
bation. 


Five days after both her children 
gained their freedom, Marie Jahnke mar- 
ried John Druce. In attendance were her 
daughter, Deborah, 20, and her son, 
Richard, 19.

2nd Lieut. Dave Tyrell figures 
that if he treats people as if they 
were at home, then they'll come 
back to the Quinte International 
Air Show in other years.

Capt. Steve Davenport isn’t 
sure of the exact figure, but as 
the concession director, he is in 
charge of making sure that no 
One goes home hungry because 
the show’s 37 concessions ran 
out of food. 

Last year, despite a small 
crowd because of unusually poor 
weather, the air show went 
through $42,000 worth of food. 
Visitors munched their way 
through more than 11,000 hot 
dogs and over 10,000 ham- 

urgers, he said. 

If the weather is good this 
year, Capt. Davenport expects 
even more will be required. Last 
year’s attendance was estimated 
at 80,000 to 100,000, but this 
year, he expects anywhere from 
100,000 to 150,000 people. Not 
all of them will eat at the show,

“Tt’s a groupie’s dream,” he 
said.

He sent let- 
ters to each hotel requesting 
rooms be reserved for the air 
show — and has had to “beg for 
more”’ as requests keep rolling 
in. 

This year, he has also reserved 
space at a bed breakfast place. 
He’s surprised more bed and

According to Capt. Davenport, 
there will be 37 different conces- 
sions at this year’s air show, 
each run by a local community 
group or club. No commercial 
vendors are allowed. Groups had 
to apply in December or, at the 
latest, January to be assured a 
booth.

_ That will be our major spr- 
ingboard for success for the 
future,” he says. 

The habitat, which looks like a 
Space capsule, is being sand- 
blasted now and will be re- 
painted at Mountain View, he 
hopes in time for the Waterfront 
Festival in Belleville. The 
habitat was designed by Dr. 
Joseph McInnes, the Canadian 
underwater explorer, and was 
taken out of mothballs for use by 
Deep/Quest off Prince Edward 
County. 

Dr. McInnes has promised 
help in revamping the habitat, as 
has Seneca College, which gave 
the Sublimnos to the organiza- 
tion after years in mothballs. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Feigelman, 
students in the college’s Under- 
water Skills Program will help 
put the Sublimnos in place next 
summer after ballast is put in 
place this summer. 

As well, the students are help- 
ing to re-engineer the habitat for 
use off the Prince Edward Coun- 
ty shoreline in Lake Ontario. 

When it is lowered into the 
water, it will have a cellular 
phone, a small microcomputer

and a telephone modem so that 
researchers can continue to use 
on shore research facilities while 
working underwater here. 

The next step will be to market 
the habitat across North 
America, letting divers and 
underwater researchers know of 
its existence and availability. As 
well, divers will be allowed to 
take guided tours of the site, Mr. 
Feigelman said. Monies raised 
will help pay for the project. 

Another major project of 
Deep/Quest’s is filming of a 
decumentary on “The Under- 
water World of Barbados” with 
the co-operation and support of 
the government of Barbados. 
Filming began this winter, says 
Mr. Feigelman. 

He adds that the documentary 
is a first step towards the dream 
of establishing a Caribbean base 
of operations for Deep/Quest. He 
hopes to ultimately design and 
place a concrete habitat there 
and then offer underwater photo 
safari packages and marine 
biology tours for laypeople. 

“This would be for people who 
have an interest in the sea, but 
haven't had a chance to see a 
star fish or a sea urchin,” he 
says. 

The idea, he says, has been well 
received by the government of 
Barbados, but remains an idea 
for the future.

guidelines for an actual case in 
the school system. 

The board adopted procedures 
on June 13, which dealt with the 
rights of an AIDS victim and 
how to protect people in the 
school environment who could be 
exposed to the disease. 

Next September, a package 
will be distributed to every 
classroom in the Hastings Coun- 
ty system. The kit will contain 
disposable latex gloves, absor- 
bent materials, plastic garbage 
bags and ties. 

In any case where staff and 
students would have to handle 
blood or body fluids, the kit must 
be used. The material should be

Mr. Pearson indicated that in- 
adequate provincial funding puts 
a financial squeeze on the system 
because they aren’t keeping up 
with negotiated settlements for 
faculty and support unions.

Quinte Poet 


The following is an excerpt from Gunshot and 
Gleanings of The Historic Carrying Place, Bay of 
Quinte - a book which was recently published 
under the sponsorship of the 7th Town Historical 
society.

Poet Lilian Leveridge was born near the village 
of Hockering in Norfolk County, England in 1879. 
She emigrated at a very early age along with her 
folly to start life anew in Hastings County, On-

She grew up on a pioneer farm hacked from the 
wilderness by her father and brother some six 
miles north of Coe Hill. 

She came by her talent for poetry honestly, as 
witness the many beautiful verses written by her 
mother (Anna Godbolt Leveridge) long before she 








became well known for her letters home, signed 


“Your Loving Anna’’. 

Lilian was a very genteel but determined person. 
She taught in the little schoolhouse in Farady 
some six or seven miles away. 

She played the organ and taught Sunday School 
in the Anglican Church in the same hamlet. She 
taught seven years in Manitoba. Lilian loved to 
walk and spent all her spare time roaming the 
countryside. She was a lover of nature. 

She was an avid reader, and I attribute my early 
interest in reading to the books she gave me every 
Christmas and birthday without fail. 

I visited her in Toronto while I was attending 
mechanic’s school there. She lived very frugally by 
typing manuscripts for other writers. She served 
others all her life, finally retiring on an annuity of 
$15 a month to live with her sister, Gertrude, in 
Carrying Place. 

Here, she played the church organ every Sun- 
day, walking to and fro, rain or shine. In 1950, she 
slipped on some ice and was unable to walk after- 
wards. She died in 1953, aged 74 years. 

Lilian Leveridge struggled hard for recognition, 
with books of poetry published at her own ex- 
pense. Her poem, “Over The Hills Of Home” writ- 
ten after her youngest brother had died of wounds

The highlight of this year’s 
Quinte International Air Show 
will be the Esquadrilha da 
Fumaca (Smoke Squadron) of the 
Brazilian Air Force. They are ap- 
pearing for the first time in 
Canada, and making only one of 
two appearances this year in 
North America. 

The Canadian Forces, 
however, will open and close the 
show, beginning with the F-18s 
and ending with the ever-popular 
Snowbirds. In between, the 
crowd will be treated to military 
and civilian displays of 
aerobatics and avian prowess. 

Gordon Price, Canadian 
aerobatic champion, will perform 
for the first time here in a bi- 
plane designed by himself. 

Major Rick Savin, as air 
display director, has been co- 
ordinating the arrival and 
ultimate performance of aircraft 
ranging from Second World War 
Spitfires to the Indiana Air Na- 
tional Guard. 

The show, a mixture of 
military and civilian co- 
operation, has been in the plann- 
ing stages since the last show 
concluded, and even before. 

There’s been a lot of phoning 
around the world, but Major 
Savin looks forward to meeting 
some of the faces belonging to 


the voices he’s spoken with over 
the world-wide military 
telephone network, AUTOVON. 

Although the hosts of the 
show are expected to feed, house 
and entertain the visiting pilots, 
crews and exhibitors, the gas 
bills for the foreign aircraft that 
participate are billed back to the 
country of origin. 

Some saving is achieved by the 
foreign visitors, though. For ex- 
ample, the German F-4 Phan- 


toms and the British Toronado 
will not cross the Atlantic, but 
will come from the year-round 
base at Goose Bay, Labrador, 
where those countries have per- 
sonnel training throughout the 
year. 

The fuelling arrangement is a 
reciprocal one. When a Canadian 
military aircraft has to refuel in 
the United States, for example, 
Major Savin said the pilot mere- 
ly fills the tank, hands over a

credit card, signs the chit and 
flies away. 

The approvals required for 
putting on the air show take 
some doing as well. Pilots ap- 
pearing at the show must pro- 
vide their licenses, waivers and 
all, to Ministry of Transport 
representatives who will check 
all documentation before a flyer 
can fly. 

Just before the show begins 
there will be briefings to ensure 


that everyone knows not only 
what they are to do, but what 
others will do as well. Said Major 
Savin, “If you're not at the brief- 
ing, you don’t fly.”’ 

The last word, though, is the 
weather. That can’t be planned 
ahead, but according to the Air 
Display Director, all par- 
ticipants have both high and low 
shows planned, so that “The 
Show,” as they say, “Will Go 
On!” 


MEET CANADIAN ASTRONAUT 


From a real, live astronaut

Major Don Janes, vice-

Based on the success of Trivial 
Pursuit and the miracle of high 
technology, the game 1s 
spreading rapidly in popularity, 
says Sandy Richards, assistant 
manager of Dolan’s. The bar is 
the only place within a 50 mile 
radius to have the game in 
stalled. When it was first in- 
stalled about a month ago, there 
were 55 installations in Canada. 
Now, a few short weeks later, 
there are almost 60 in Ontario 
alone. In some places, reserva- 
tions for a key pad to play have 
to be booked several weeks in ad- 
vance. 

Trivia Showdown is a creation 
of NTN Communications of 
Carlsbad, Calif. An interactive, 
two-way system, the signal is 
beamed by satallite from the 
NTN control centre in California 
to restaurants and lounges 
across North America in less 
than a second. Answers to the 
question are sent back by 
telephone line to Carlsbad, Calif. 
Within three minutes, teams can 
get feedback from across the 
continent on all the players that 
night, which last week totalled 
1,120 teams of at least four 
members each. 

The game is actually easier 
than Trivial Pursuit, Sandy 
Richards says. Unlike in Trivial 
Pursuit, players have a choice of 
several answers for each ques- 


tion. When in doubt, guess, he 
recommends. It is also played in 
teams of four or more to a 
keypad, so what one team 
member doesn’t know, another 


may. :

with the advent of television, he 
says. “People make it a social 
evening,” Richards says. “There 
is camaradrie and rivalry. It’s a 
meeting place.” 

And he issues a warning — the 
game is also addictive. People 
keep coming back, he said. 

Dolan’s also has another game 
— Diamond Ball — available 
through NTN. An interactive 
game played around a real 
baseball game, it is held every 
Monday and Saturday and other 
days as ball games are available. 

Players chose the outcome of 
each at bat, scoring points for a 

right answer. The more detailed 
the answer, the more points that 
can be scored. For example, a 
player can guess that the out- 
come of an at bat will be a fly 
ball. If the batter hits a home 
run, the player scores points for 
correctly guessing a fly ball. If 
the player guessed which field 
correctly, then he will earn more 
points. And if he guessed that 
the flyball would be a home run, 
then he will score even more. 

Guesses can be changed 
between each pitch. Strategy 
questions are also included — if a 
pitcher is getting hit hard, 
players may be asked whether 
the manager will change pit- 
chers.

But that has its positive side; you only have to live with your 
mistakes for one summer. 

Annuals, by their very definition, live but a single season 
carrying our their life cycle - growing, flowering and setting 
seed - untill they are wiped out by the first hard frost, but dur- 
ing their brief life they add pizzazz to what otherwise could be a 
ho-hum garden. 

With annuals you can let the creative juices flow and experi- 
ment with all kinds of colour combinations, either amoung an- 
nuals themselves or in conjuction with other flowering plants 
such as perennials or roses. That’s why it’s important to learn 
about colour relationships. 

There are those landscape designers who claim that there is 
no such thing as a “‘colour clash” with annuals, that Nature 
doesn’t make mistakes so that all annuals, no matter the col- 
our, tint or shade, go with one another. 

That may be true, but there’s no doubt that some colours 
combine better than others in providing maximum impact, 
which is really what the planting of annuals is all about. 

Every gardener who has ever trowelled in an annual has 
found certain colour combinations that go well together such as 
blue petunias, dusty miller and red geraniums. The secret of 
success is to expand this basic knowledge and open up a whole 
new world of colour. A good place to begin is by learning a little 
about individual colours and their place in various colour 
schemes. 

Colours such as yellow, yellow-orange, orange, red-orange 
and red are considered to be warm colours. Since warm colours 
advance, annuals with flowers in these ranges are great can- 
didates for the back of the garden or in gardens that are viewed 
from a distance: 

Colours such as green, blue-green, blue, blue-violet and violet 
are listed as cool, retreating colours that are best viewed close- 
up. Red/violet and yellow/green can go either way depending on 
what they are planted next to. White is not considered a colour 
and will go with anything. 

Cool colours can be used to moderate a hot spot such as a 
deck in full sun on the south side of the home. Planting cool- 
coloured annuals will do wonders in making the area seem 
cooler and more inviting.

Len 
also stated that there had been arsenic laced weed 
killer in the Bryant cottage. 













_-Throughout her trial, Charlotte maintained her 
innocence, but she couldn’t explain away traces of 
arsenic found in the pocket of one of her coats. 


ihe jury took only one hour to return a guilty ver- 
ct. 








he Charlotte Bryant case leaves one with a 

tiny lingering doubt. Absolute proof of pos- 

session of arsenic was never established. 
Chemists for miles. around were questioned but 
none could identify Charlotte as having purchased 
arsenic. While various insecticides containing 
arsenic were available to Charlotte, so, too, were 
they available to everyone involved. 













Charlotte appealed. It was revealed that the ashes 
taken from the furnace did not contain more arsenic 
than is normally contained in coal ashes. An expert, 
conducting the initial experiments, had made a seri- 
ous mistake. Above all, no one could figure out any 
motive for the murder. However, one explanation 
does cover a multitude of emotions. It it possible 
that Charlotte grew to despise her husband. 









Charlotte’s last letter from her condemned cell 
contained the line, “It’s all .... fault I’m here.” 
Police censored the letter and obliterated the name, 
which leaves students of the case wondering if 
Charlotte was under the influence of another indi- 
vidual. 

















Charlotte, whose hair had turned chalk white 
while in jail, spent her last hours in prayer. At 8

COLOUR SCHEMES 
THAT WORK 


i? the planting of annuals, while there is nothing to 
prevent you from using colours at random, there are cer- 
tain colour schemes that work, defined as: 
monochromatic, analagous, complementary and 
polychromatic. It’s a good idea to learn a little about 
these schemes, and then you can experiment to your 
heart’s content. 


ARDENING 
AND GROWING

The monochromatic colour scheme, defined as tints and 
shades of one colour only, is one of the more difficult 
designs because it may take some searching to find all the 
plants from light pink to dark red or light blue to dark 
blue. But it works. 

For example, a nursery owner near Uxbridge, Ont., has 
her whole garden planted in white — roses, lilies, peonies, 
etc. — and each year she satisfies the scheme by planting 
white annuals. The effect is strangely satisfying. 

Last year she cheated a little, lining her patio (which is 
white) with white flower pots spouting brilliant red 
geraniums. Her garden took on a whole new look. 

Analagous colour schemes employ any three adjoining 
colours, such as red, red violet and violet. Since you are 
also allowed the tints and shades of each colour, the range 
of colours is far wider than it appears. An analagous col- 
our scheme, whether composed of warm, cool or a mixture 
of cool and warm, will benefit from the buffering of white 
annuals, 

-Best known is the complementary colour scheme, which 
combines colours that are opposite. These are high- 
powered combinations and can actually be too powerful, 
especially in the small garden. Again, white annuals can 
help tone them down. Blending helps, too, allowing com- 
plementary colours to mingle where they meet rather 
than butt. 

If you choose a polychromatic colour scheme — the 
sky's the limit. Anything goes, mixing and matching at 
random with any colours, with the result that some 
polychromatic plantings can be surprising. 

Once you have decided on your colour schemes, it’s 
time to decide how to put them together in various plan- 
ting patterns. While there are almost as many planting 
patterns as there are annuals, some work, some don’t. 
Here are a few that do. 

Pocket plantings are familiar to all gardeners, spaces 
between perennials, in front of evergreens, at the base of 
small trees, etc. One caution, don’t plant pockets under 
four-square feet or the effect could be patchy. How many 
plants per pocket will depend on adult size. 

Wave planting is one of the most striking of the plan- 
ting patterns with waves of colour undulating along a 
bed, sneaking into pockets and curving down again. A 
wave planting can consist of a single colour, but is more 
effective when two or three waves of colour can be com- 

bined. It also lends itself well to the planting of one-plant 
variety in mixed colours. 
Next week — more about planting patterns.

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FEAR 
OF SNAKES 


4M fear of reptiles tends to cause people to exag- 
gerate when relating their experiences with these 
creatures. It is not uncommon to hear stories of people 
encountering eight, ten, or 12 foot snakes here in Canada. 
Occasionally, someone will even tell a story of a snake ly- 
ing across a road “‘stretched from one side to the other.” I 
have measured the width of some roadways and 
discovered that most are 19 to 20 feet wide — yet the 
longest recorded snake in Canada was only about six feet. 
: Over the years, we have received many calls at the Rep- 
tile Breeding Foundation from people who have seen a 
snake or turtle or some other creature on their property 
they want identified. This almost always causes us dif- 
poaty and a few laughs because of the unusual descrip- 
ions. 

We have had people 
describe snakes with pur- 
ple rings, blue spots or 
some other feature that 
just doesn’t exist in our 
native reptiles — or any 
other known snake — for 
that matter. When asked 
if they can bring the 
snake in for proper iden- 
tification, it either cannot be captured, they are afraid to 
pick it up or it got away. In the few instances where the 
unusual animal is brought to us, it invariably lacks the 
distinguishing feature that these people described over 
the phone. 

One woman phoned and described a snow-white snake 
with a faint red pattern. I immediately suspected an 
albino animal, which, although rare, does occasionally oc- 
cur. But, after I convinced her to bring it in, it turned out 
to be a normal milk snake witha tan background and a 
reddish brown pattern. 

One of the bizarre calls I ever received was to report a 
snake with legs. This animal was described as looking like 
a normal garter snake but with two legs right behind the 
head. The observer saw this snake crawl along the ground 
in normal snake-like fashion and then climb a tree, using 
these two front legs. 

This one had me baffled until I came across a picture 
of a garter snake with a partially swallowed frog in his 
mouth. All that remained visible of the frog were his two 
hind legs, which stuck out of the snake’s mouth at right 
angles to the head. With some imagination and from a 
distance, this could possibly appear to be a snake with 
legs.

BANKING CONSUMERS SHOULD SHOP AROUNL 


Over the past few months, 
many of us have heard horror 
stories dealing with service 
charges imposed by banks. 

Stories of widows being charg- 
ed for change so they can do 
their laundry are popular forms 
of ammunition for members of 
the House of Commons as the 
banking committee investigates 
the service charges that many 
banks are imposing. 

In response to this, Quinte 
Weekly News has collected infor- 
mation from every bank or trust 
company in Belleville to compare 
various service charges. 

The sample account we 
developed was prepared to mir- 
ror the type of person who re- 
mains under most balance limits, 
yet, uses a large number of ser- 
vices.

Many banks have even 
developed very aggressive adver- 
tising campaigns to promote 
package offers with one flat rate 
for a month if people use a large 
number of services. But every 
bank manager who consented to 
an interview with us — and not 
all agreed to an interview — 
agreed that people should shop 
around for the best deal. Their 
only discrepencies were on which 
institution had the best deal. 


Institutions which granted an 
interview at a Belleville branch 
knew us as reporters. If they 
didn’t grant an interview, we 
asked the same questions, only 
posed as customers. 


We asked each bank for a 
chequing-savings account geared 
toward a person who would use a 
large number of services. From 
the information we were given, 
we compiled the results.

NUCLEAR FEARS 
PACK CHURCHES 


S peaking at a panel discussion last night on nuclear 
disarmament, Archbishop Rude came out firmly in 
favour of nuclear proliferation. 

“Frankly, it’s good for the church,” the prelate said. 
“Our pews are packed and even atheists are praying.” 

Janice Wishbone, president of the local chapter of 
Women Intensely For Equality (WIFE), challenged the 
archbishop’s statement. “Nuclear arms buildup is a 
typical male mess,” she said. 

Professor Rabbit said that while he is personally oppos- 
ed to a nuclear holocaust, on the other hand, a holocaust 
might be necessary if nuclear disarmament talks fail. He 
added, though, that negotiations may succeed if a nuclear 
holocaust doesn’t occur first, and that the threat of 
failure, which may be great, may turn out not to be great 
either. 

Professor Sturgeon said that a nuclear holocaust, en- 
ding the possibility of human life on this planet and 
destroying Western Civilization as we know it, is pro- 
bably much overrated and that he would prefer to talk 
about fish. He offered some interesting trout fishing tips. 

A marine biologist, Professor Sturgeon was a last 
minute replacement for Professor Quark, the prominent 
nuclear physicist and peace activist.

He thought the problem might be enceph- 
alitis, @ brain inflammation. However, he was a bit suspi- 
cious of a bruise on Muffin's head. 


istine explained that Muffin had fallen from her crib 
a short while before she lost consciousness. The doctor 
had Muffin transferred to Tallahassee Memorial Regional 
Medical Centre. Christine held Muffin on the way to the 
hospital. From time to time the baby cried, 


For two days little Muffin lingered between life and 
death. On the third day, she died. An autopsy indicated 
that the baby had suffered a slight blow to the head as 
Christine had mentioned earlier. It was one of those unex- 
plained tra ic incidents. No one was more grief stricken 
than Christine Falling. 


A year later, Christine was asked to babysit a distant 
relative’s child, four-year-old Jeffrey Davis, in Lakeland, 
Fla. According to Christine, little Jeffrey was sleeping 

acefully when she noticed he had stopped breathing. 

hat was it. An autopsy indicated cause of death to be 
myocarditis. 


Unbelievably, three days later Christine was baby sit- 
ting two-year-old Joe Spring. His parents were attending 
Jeffrey Davis’ funeral. The baby didn’t survive his nap. 
Once again, cause of death was attributed to myocarditis, 
an inflammation of the muscular tissue of the heart.

she hardly knew. "The ae. n the summer of 1981, Christine returned to her first 
ti love, babysitting. She accompanied Geneva Daniels 
and her eight-month-old daughter, Jennifer, to the 
doctor’s. It was time for the baby’s shots 


Little Jennifer cried after getting her injections. Un the 
way home Mrs. Daniels stopped off for diapers at the 
supermarket, leaving Christine and the baby in the car. 

en Mrs. Daniels returned, Jennifer was dead. Christine 
explained it had all ira ore in a moment. One second 
Jennifer was alive and kicking. The next she had stopped 
breathing. The baby was rushed to hospital, but all 
ra ee to revive the child failed. Death was attributed 
to Sudden Infant Death Syndrome. 


Despite the trail of death which seemed to follow her, 
Christine acquired a boyfriend. She lived with the young 
man in a trailer in Blountstown. 


On July 2, 1982, Lisa Coleman dropped off her 10-week 
old son, Travis, at Christine's trailer for an overnight 
stay. Christine claimed that Travis was just fine during 


the night, but when she awoke in the morning, she found 
him dead. 


An autopsy revealed that death was due to lack of oxy- 
gen, but why or how oxygen was cut off was unknown. 
However, the child was found to have internal injuries, 
indicating he had been smothered. 


It was all too much. Five children and one adult dead 
within two and a half years. Christine was averaging a 
death every six months. Suspicion now focused solely on 
the babysitter. She was admitted to hospital, where she 
was examined by a psychiatrist. While there she was 
charged with three counts of first-degree murder. 


Christine confessed to some of the murders. She said, 
“I don’t know why I done what I done. I did it like, you 
know, simple, but it weren’t simple. I pulled a blanket 
over the face. A voice would say to me, ‘Kill the baby,’ 
over and over. Then I would come to and realize what 
happened.” 


In order to avoid Florida’s death penalty, Christine 
Falling plea bargained and was allowed to plead guilty to 
the first-degree murder of Cassidy Johnson, Jennifer Dan- 
iels and Travis Coleman. She was sentenced to life 
imprisonment with no ibility of parole for 25 years, a 
sentence she is presently serving. 


A strange phenomenon took place among Christine's 
relatives and friends. Christine herself perpetuated the 
gossip. Three children had died in about a year without 
concrete explanations. Each time Christine had been their 
babysitter. 

Was she a jinx? Was she carrying some communicable 
disease? ‘Christine told friends that she wondered if she 


was hig: of some strange curse. Wiser heads inter- 
vened. Itvwas all an unfortunate coincidence. Dimwitted 
Christine should not blame herself.

We have 
come to a sorry pass when our 
elected representatives feel our 
written opinions are of no value, 
as we are entrusting these peo- 
ple with our children’s educa- 
tion and future. If they refuse to 
address our concerns where are 
we supposed to turn? 

Barb Anderson was not pre- 
sent at the June 13th meeting 
which so greatly affected her 
constituants.

It seems that the responsibili- 
ty for this decision was mobile 
in the sense that when con- 
tacted Mr. Randolph said that 
he was not responsible, that Mr. 
Richardson made all the deci- 
sions in the school. Mr. Richard- 
son informed us that the 
trustees made the decision and 
Barb Anderson advised us that 
Mr. Richardson was responsi- 
ble. Who is willing to take 
responsibility for this action? 
Although there may be a 
response for this pressing ques- 
tion, an answer at this late date 
does little to minimize the 
frustration of those asking the 
questions. 

We feel that the admini istra- 
tion at the North Hastings High 
School went too far in recom- 
mending Mr. Worthy be fired 
before his court Case, as in this 
country we are supposed to be 
innocent until proven guilty ina 
court of law. There were, in fact, 
several alternatives open to the 
administration and the board, 
such as a transfer, suspension

Hi, In the hot summer weather, I like to take ad- 
vantage of my BBQ. Everything goes on the 
BBQ - - meat, vegetables, garlic bread, potatoes. 
A leg of lamb makes a nice change from beef or 
chicken on the BBQ. When_I have a chance, I 
usually marinate it for a couple of days.

1/2 cup Orange Juice

1 Bay leaf 

2 cups Red Wine 

1 teasp. Worchester sauce 
1 tbsp. Soya sauce 

1 clove minced garlic 

salt & pepper 


In large bowl, mix all these ingredients and set 
the leg of lamb in the mixture. Turn it frequently 
so it gets marinated all over.

Perannual plantings, as the name implies, involves both 
annuals and perennials. Both pocket and wave plantings 
adapt well. Be sure to make full use of sun and shade plants, 
e.g. sun-loving petunias in full-sun areas and shade-loving 
impatiens in those areas shaded by perennials. 

Edge plantings are probably the most common use of an- 
nuals, — low growers planted along the front edge of the 
bed. Avoid single row plantings because, if one plant dies, 
you are left with an unfillable hole. Instead, plant a 
minimum of two rows with plants staggered so that the 
plants in the second-row line up with the spaces in the first 
row. 

From backyard patios to apartment balconies, container 
plantings provide the most versatile use of annuals. They're 
sort of a portable garden. Containers can be anything you 
wish provided they will hold a growing medium and drain. 
Your choice of annuals is limitless and any colour scheme 
from monochromatic to polychromatic can be used. 

Don’t be afraid of overplanting the container, because the 
whole idea is to produce a riotous bouquet of colour, and as 
long as you water and feed regularly (at least twice as much 
as plants in the garden), your plants will thrive.

At a secret meeting last Wednesday evening, 
ministry officials met with petitioners to bring 
them ‘“‘up to date.’’ This meeting was called after 
ministry officials had already met with members of 
+ city hall staff and Belleville council in closed 
meetings. 72 signed the petition for an inquiry. 

The public and press weren’t invited to any of the 
meetings but Quinte Weekly News, acting as a peti- 
tioner, managed to gain access to the meeting with 
petitioners and was the only representative of the 
press in attendance.

chance to elaborate on their con- 
cerns. 

When asked about the ir- 
regularity of this process, Mr. 
Hope said “that’s a conclusion 
you've come to.”’ And many peo- 
ple at that meeting seemed to 
come to that exact conclusion. 

The ministry review is looking 
into questions of whether the ci- 
ty is following its procedural 
bylaws when it conducts its 
business.

The only way a 
citizen can address concerns 
about this is to take members of 
city council to court at their own 
expense. 

When completed, a report bas- 
ed on the review will be forward- 
ed to John Eakins, the minister 
of municipal affairs. After a 
study of the report, the minister 
will decide if a formal inquiry is 
needed. 

But many of the petitioners 
questioned have little hope that 
the review will lead to such an in- 
quiry.

PICTON BUILDER USES 
TRADITIONAL STYLES 


By David Botting 

Derrick Wheeler isn’t just 
building homes or even a sub- 
division; he’s building a village 
that he calls Macaulay’s Green 
after Rev. Macaulay, who gave 
Picton its name in 1837 and once 
owned land in the Pitt Street 
area where he is building. 

“We don’t call this a subdivi- 
sion, we call it a village,’’ the Pic- 
ton builder says of Macaulay’s 
Green. 

He has six basic designs, each 
based on traditional styles from 
roughly 1820 to 1870 found in 
the area. The homes are not 
reproductions, however, but 
modern designs with traditional 
quality and a traditional look. 
Modern mouldings are used, for 
example, but in traditional ways. 

Nor are these houses that look 
like they’ve come off an 
assembly line. Although six 


basic designs are being used, 
each house will be unique. Some 
will be finished in vertical board 
and batten, others in clapboard 


siding. Different mouldings will © 


be used, depending on what 
looks best to the workmen and 
Mr. Wheeler. Different styles of 
gingerbread, made by an old- 
fashioned craftsman, will be us- 
ed, and customers will even be 
able to customize it, incor- 
porating designs or initial letters 
into the gingerbread at the peak 
of the houses. Porch pillars, 
made extra-large to “‘look right” 
with these traditional designs, 
will also vary from home to 
home. 

Mr. Wheeler intends to build 
not just homes, but a 
neighbourhood of traditional 
homes that will create an impres- 
sion of a small village. He has op- 
tions on 21 lots on the brow of a 


hill overlooking a park with 
walkways to the harbour and to 
the historic Glenwood Cemetery. 


A builder for the past five or 
ten years, Mr. Wheeler went into 
business on his own this year 
with the incorporation of his 
company, which he calls Circa, 
this spring. He loves the oppor- 
tunity to create his own designs 
from the ground up and takes 
real pride in his workmanship. 
There is no compromise on stan- 
dards, Mr. Wheeler says. 


“Tf it doesn’t look right, we do 
it over.” 


He wants his homes to last. “‘I 
want to be able to come back in 
60 years time and show these 
houses to my grandchildren,’’ he 
says. He would be 97 then, and 
even if he’s not around, he would 
expect his houses to still be home 
to Picton families.

But there is a way around the problem, a method for not only 
extending the gourmet dining season, but which will greatly in- 
crease the yield of your vegetable garden without increasing its 
size. It’s a matter of succession seeding. 

Succession seeding at this time of the year, simply means a 
second seeding of short-season vegetables, those that mature in 
45 to 60 days and thrive in the late season climate of warm days 
and cool (even cold) nights. 

Not all vegetables are adaptable to succession seeding. 
Plants that require hot weather to ripen their fruit, such as 
beans, tomatoes and peppers are a one-time shot. But a surpris- 
ingly long list of vegetables will provide you with a second crop, 
as long as they are seeded 60 days before the first hard frost 
date in your area. And if you don’t know when that date is, give 
your weather office a call. 

Beets, broccoli, cabbage, cauliflower, kolrabi, lettuce, radish, 
spinach and turnips will not only provide you with late season 
crops, but often provide you with late season crops, but often 
provide them at their succulent best, with finger-sized carrots, 
baby beets and lettuce with the crispness of early spring. 

Succession seeding is not new. It’s stock-in-trade with 
market gardeners and has its origin in what is usually referred 
to as the French Intensive Method, credited to French market 
gardeners several centuries ago but traced back 4000 years into 
Chinese history. Succession seeding requires an improved soil 
fabric and increased fertility, both of which can be easily ob- 
tained with the new soiless mixes and watersoluble fertilizers. 

It also requires a change in attitude, because, if you are like 
most Canadian gardeners, you have been conditioned to plant 
your vegetable garden during the spring, filling every row from 
early to late spring. The idea of a mid-summer seeding may be 
foreign to you. Or you may not be comfortable with the seem- 
ingly wasteful idea of harvesting root crops at the fingerling or 
marble stage. But if I can coax you into succession seeding this 
summer, I’m willing to bet that next season, it will become a 
part of your gardening life. 

And one thing more. Next year, you may want to combine 
with succession seeding, a technique that will double, even tri- 
ple, your yield - block planting. 

Instead of seeding in rows, try precision seeding in blocks, 
three feet to four feet square. The idea is not new. It is called 
the French Intensive Method and has been traced back to 
China where it wes in practice thousands of years ago. It takes 
more care than simply dribbling seeds along a row but the 
results are more than worth it. 

Simply space your seeds over the block about three inches 
apart. Not only will the yield be considerable increased as com- 
pared to row planting, but it lends itself well to succession 
seeding. So much for next spring. ;

BOARD REACHES 


The Hastings County Board of 
Education recently negotiated 
two agreements with its 
custodial and maintenance 
workers and with clerical 
workers, teacher’s assistants 
and technical employees. 

Members of the custodial and 
maintenace secton of CUPE 
Local 1022 will receive a 4.35 per 
cent wage increase in year one of 
the agreement and a 4.75 per 
cent increase in year two. The 
agreement covers a two-year 
period from April 19, 1988 to 
April 18, 1990. 

Wages, which now range from 
$10.27 to $12.72 per hour, will 
rise to a range of $10.72 to 
$13.27 per hour in the first year 
and $11.23 to $13.90 per hour in 
the second. 

The non-monetary package in- 
cluded wording changes in the 
collective agreement and letters 
of understanding on items such 
as job evaluation and the 
employee assistance program. 

Meanwhile, members of the 
clerical, teacher's assistants and 
technical employees section of 
CUPE Local 1022 negotiated a 
two-year settlement for the 
period from July 1, 1988 to June 
30, 1990. Wage increases in the 
first year will be 4.95 per cent, 
rising by 4.85 per cent in year 
two.

J uly 13 gave us the 


world’s first television broadcast in 
1930. TV sets had been on the market for two years. The Daven 
Corporation of Newark manufactured them, and they started 
selling in July of 1928 for $75. So, in effect, the first program in 

1930 brought an end to the golden age of silent rv. 

In the late twenties, people 
thought television was impossi- 
ble. Now that we've seen it, we 
know it is. It’s called a medium 
because anything well done on 
it is rare We're told the less 
people watch ['V the more in- 
telligent they are. Actually, its 
thy other way around — the 
more they watch TV the less in- 
telligent they are 

As Sam Goldwyn observed, 
“Television has raised writing 
to a new low." 

People will watch anything. Remember how we used to stay 
up late and stare at test patterns? It’s worse now: they don't 
air test patterns anymore. All the shows are so alike you can't 
tell whether they’re filmed, taped or Xeroxed. 

Some say there’s too much sex on our TV sets today. I 
wouldn't know mine’s too narrow for that. But I do notice 
subscribers to TV Guide receive it in a plain, brown wrapper 

Television is good for the young. Without it they'd be on the 
streets all night, exposed to all kinds of crime, sex, violence and 
so on, TV gives them that in the safety of our own living rooms. 

Noel Coward claimed: ‘Television is for appearing on, not 
looking at.” I agree. Having watched it off and on for about 40 
vears. I’ve found it’s better off. Old movies aren’t even what 
they used to be. Now they’re old, made-for-TV movies. 

Too bad programming had to start before we realized what 
great console fish bowls those earlier sets might have made. 
But if we're lucky, all 1,100 Nielsen families will go off on vaca- 
tions at the same time this summer and everything will be 
cancelled.

City council, to use a phrase coined by our competitor down 


treet, has been under a cloud in recent months. As a 
ante some Belleville ratepayers asked the ministry, ve 
regulates municipalities in the province, to invednente. 
Although 50 signatures are required for such a petition, 
were acquired over a few days and one of the organizers says 
many more could have been collected. _ $ : 

So the ministry called a ‘confidential’ meeting with city 
council and also met with city department heads. And, almost 
as an afterthought, the ministry asked one of those who signed 
the petition to call all 71 others who signed it to organize a 
meeting with ministry officials. This after the ministry met 
with city council. = 

Wouldn’t it seem to make sense to talk to the petitioners 
first, offering them a chance to air their concerns in detail, then 
with city council, offering council a chance to rebutt the con- 
cerns? Wouldn't it make sense to get the complaints first, then 
deal with them? It would seem to make sense to us, but then, 
we re not the Ministry of Municipal Affairs. 

Is this the way the ministry conducts all of its reviews after 
receiving petitions from ratepayers? Or only in Belleville? 
No wonder some of the petitioners fear a whitewash. So do 


What about ethics? 


A second disturbing aspect of the Ministry of Municipal Af- 
fair’s review of Belleville city council is that ministry officials 
don’t seem interested in ethics or even the spirit of the law. 
When we put that question to a ministry official, he was of- 
fended. But the fact is, at a meeting with concerned peti- 
tioners, ministry officials seemed more interested in narrowly 
defined technical matters — whether city council has followed 
bylaw procedures to the finest detail in the recent Cablevue 
saga, for example — or only the grossest criminal acts such as 
breach of trusts — improperly forging signatures, for example. 

And when potential conflict of interest was raised, ministry 
Officials cried off, saying they have no jurisdiction. That is a 
private matter for a private citizen to raise. An individual 
must lay charges and pay the costs if they think a conflict of 
interest is possible. The Ministry of Municipal Affairs has 
nothing to do with it — which strikes us as curious — nor has 
any other provincial ministry. 

Surely the Ministry of Municipal Affairs, which regulates 
municipalities, cares about more than technicaliti

That evening before supper, Robbie went into 
the garden and chopped firewood. Completing his 
task. he left the axe imbedded in the chopping 
block. Later, Hester went out to the woodpile and 
brought in some wood 

After supper, a few friends visited, but left after 
tea. It was an extremely hot, still night, a night 
when many South Africans in remote areas slept 
outdoors in their gardens or on their verandas 

A large spreading apricot tree grew in the Knotts’ 
back yard. It provided some respite from the 
oppressive heat. The Knotts kept two double beds 
there for just such nights. At 9:30 p.m., husband 
and wife went to bed underneath the apricot tree 
Robbie and the other two Knott youngsters occu- 
pied the second bed. The last thing Dietlof did 
before falling off to sleep was the unnecessary task 
of setting an alarm clock beside his bed. Soon,

tree. They lit candles. By the flickering light, they 
stared down at the body of Dietlof Knott. His 
head had been split open. 

Let’s have Mr. Venter tell it like he saw it. “His 

y was covered with a bedspread. He was lying 
on his back. I was horrified at the sight. While 
my son and I stood next to the double bed, I saw 
Robbie sit up, climb out of his bed, and come 
toward us. He was wearing his nightshirt. I told him 
to awaken the other children. He did so. They 
came around the bed and the little girl said, ‘Look 
at my poor papa.’“ 

Meanwhile, over at the Venters, Hester was 
explaining what had happened. She said she had 
been awakened by the noise of an intruder. She 
shook her husband, but he did not wake up. 
Desperate, she jumped out of bed and ran to 
the Venters for assistance. Hester added that she 
had noticed a stranger around her home for the 

rey ous few days and had mentioned it to her hus- 
and. 

Police were called. Hester told her story much as 
she had told it to Mrs. Venter, adding that upon 
hearing the noise, she had entered her house via the 
back door and ran out the front to her neigh- 
bour’s. That’s where matters stood when the sun 
came up on the day before Christmas, 1925. 

In the clear light of day, the police and Dr. 
Robert Vernon studied the crime scene. It was 
a gruesome task. Dietlof’s bed was a mass of 
blood and bits of scalp. Detectives were able to 
ascertain that the killer had pulled the bedspread 
gently over Dietlof’s head before striking the fatal 
blows with an axe. A total of five blows had been 
struck. One blow glanced off Dietlof's head and 
went throygh a pillow, causing an eerie rain of 





tiny feathers to cover the scene of violent death. 
The bloody axe, with tufts of Dietlof’s hair clinging 
to the blade, was found beside the bed. 


Detectives questioned everyone in the village. 
They soon found out that Dietlof often beat his 
wife. The last beating had taken place on Dec. 6, 
just 17 days before the axe fell. The reason for the 
fight had been Hester’s accusations that Dietlof 
had been playing around with other ladies who 
were not particularly concerned that he was a mar- 
ried man with children. 


At the time Hester accused Dietlof, a neighbor 
had heard him yell, “I shall beat you until the 
devil is out of you. You do not know what is in 
you, but I will knock the devil out of you.’ It 
was revealed that Dietlof, a religious man in a 
weird sort of way, often accused his wife of sinful 
conduct if she even mentioned his dalliances with 
other women. The beatings were by way of punish- 
ment. 

When Robbie was questioned, he recalled his 
mother saying, “I will kill him and then they can 
hang me.” 

No one had seen Hester’s mysterious stranger. If 
a stranger did exist, why would he not pick one of 
the far more affluent homes in the area to rob? 
Why would a robber choose a house with the whole 
family asleep outdoors? Why would he kill a sleep- 
ing man who posed no threat to him? If an intruder 
was around, why didn’t Hester fear for her children, 
rather than dashing to the Venters’ home, leav- 
ing them alone. Hester’s story didn’t add up. She 
had motive and opportunity. Police arrested our 
pee and charged her with the murder of her hus- 
band. 

On April 29, 1926, Hester Knott stood trial. One 
fact became obvious. The defendant was preg- 
nant. She took the witness stand in her own defense 
and denied that she had ever accused her husband 
of infidelity or that she had ever threatened to kill 
him. 

Hester recounted the minutes before disaster 
struck. ‘‘ We went to sleep under the tree. I 
woke up and spoke to my husband. | said I heard 
someone walking. He remarked sleepily, ‘Do not be 
frightened,’ and went back to sleep. 1 saw some- 
thing - I cannot say if it was a human being 





- at the gate leading to the road. 1 shook my 
husband. When he didn’t respond, I ran through 
the house to my neighbors’’’. 

When Hester was asked why she didn’t scream 
into her husband’s ear, she replied, ‘I was afraid to 
speak loudly to my husband for fear the man would 
hear me.’’ When faced with her son's incredible 
statement, Hester claimed she and Dietlof had 
often talked about death in front of the boy and he 
had obviously misunderstood her meaning. 

The prosecution made much of the fact that by 
the mere process of elimination, no one other 
than Hester could have killed Dietlof, nor did 
anyone have any reason to do so. The children 
slept soundly. As far as anyone could ascertain, 
there was no robbery as nothing had been taken 
from the home. 

Hester didn’t have one drop of blood on her 
nightdress. The prosecution attributed this to her 
foresight in placing the bedspread over Dietlof’s 
head before inflicting the deadly blows. 

Defense counsel pointed out that all the evidence 
was circumstantial. No one had seen the killing 
Fights between husband and wife were a common 
occurrence in Postmasburg. Just because no one 
had seen a marauding robber did not mean that one 
didn’t exist. It was logical to believe that a rob- 
ber, scouting what he thought to be an empty 
house, stumbled across the sleeping family in the 
back yard. Wanton killings by nervous and excited 
thieves had happened before. 

The single most convincing piece of evidence 
for the defense was the fact that Hester had no 
blood on her nightdress. If she had struck her hus- 
band five times with an axe, the last four times she 
raised the axe over her head it was most proba- 
bly dripping blood. Experts testified that it was in 
the realm of possibility that, if she were the killer, 
she could have escaped the shower of blood, but 
it was not probable. 

Hester Knott was found not guilty. Before set- 
ting her free, the presiding judge voiced his per- 
sonal doubts as to the validity of the verdict. One 
thing is certain - Hester livened up the little vil- 
lage on the edge of the Kalahari desert during 
the Christmas season of 1925.

Next spring when you seed, you can leave room for aris 
sion seeding, but this year, whether you believe it or not, there 
is more room in your garden than you think, for example. 


ARDENING 
AND GROWING

If you planted lettuce or spinach this spring, by now it is at 
the shoe-leather stage and will have bolted to seed. Dig it. And 
there is your first opening for succession seeding. 

Over the next two weeks, without a twinge of conscience, 
start pulling those delicious baby beets and carrots and for 
every one you pull, plant a seed. And then there is interplan- 
tin 

Seed lettuce or spinach in the shade of bush beans, plant tur- 
nips among the cabbage and of course, radish seed can be tuck- 
ed in anywhere. 

Finding seed at this time of the year shouldn’t be a problem. 
If you are like most gardeners, you have left-over part-seed 
packets tucked away in the kitchen drawer for next season’s 
garden. Or failing that, head for your nursery. Their seed racks 
may no longer be in sight, but are likely in storage and readily 
available. 

And when you are there picking up seed at your nursery, pick 
up a bale of soiless mix and two small jars of water-soluble fer- 
tilizer, one carrying the three numbers 20-20-20 and the other 
10-52-10, because your stecegemp seedlings will do much better 
with an improved soil texture and readily available nutrients. 

At summer's mid-point, rain is often at a premium or is non- 
existant and that calls for a growing medium with good water 
retention. Enter the soiless mixes. 

These were originally developed for professional growers and 
have only been made available to home gardeners over the last 
few years. Dig two inches into the soil, water well and let sit for 


24 hours before seeding and you will be providing the ideal con- 


ditions for mid-summer seed germination and plant growth. 
And there is the matter of feeding. 

The numbers on those jars of plant food I advised you to buy 
all have a meaning. The first represents nitrogen and the spon- 
sors of leaf growth. The second represents phosphorous, the 
element that stimulates flowering, and the third - potash - pro- 
vides stem strength and disease resistance. Right after 
seeding, water the root vegetables with a solution of 10-52-10, 
diluted according to label instructions. Give all the leaf 
vegetables a shot of 20-20-20. Feed them two weeks after 


seeding and again in a month’s time and don’t forget about 
watering. 


Watering is critical to ve 





getables, especially to seedlings, so

almost unknown in Canada, Mr. 
Payne said. ‘“‘Most people are 
seeing gospel live for the first 
time in their lives.” 

But interest is growing and the 
group is booked from Halifax to 
Victoria and down to Atlanta, 
Georgia in the heart of black 
gospel country from now until 
December of 1990. 

The 60 choir members learn all 
their songs by rote — and the 
choir has a repetoire of about 200 
classical and traditional gospel 
songs. 

Mr. Payne describes the music 
as “disciplined freedom’’ and 
says that spontanaity is impor- 
tant. As many as eight or ten 
soloists can be called on for each 
song — and the soloists don’t 
know which ones will sing until 
the introduction of the song. No 
performance is ever the same, 
Mr. Payne says. 

Mr. Payne came to Montreal 
on a basketball scholarship to 
McGill University. He never 
played a single game, though, 
switching instead to music. He is 

‘now director of music at John 
Abbott College.

Not 
simply visual enjoyment, but an enjoyment that is the 
byproduct of creativity, of planning and designing, planting, 
pruning and protection, of bringing beauty out of drab, of 
working with the elements to put your mark on the land. 


ARDENING 
AND GROWING

As you may have assumed, with the hustle and bustle at a 
minimum and esthetics at the maximum, it is a good time to 
philosophize, to talk about those things that get pushed aside 
during the frantic times of spring and early summer — such as 
the garden’s only 12-month performers — the evergreens. 

Probably no other category of plant is less understood or 
more misused than the evergreen. Certainly they are included 
in most exterior decorating plans, but far greater satisfaction 
will be derived from your plan if the evergreens are regarded as 
the mainstay on which all other parts of your plan are an- 
chored. And there is good justification for this attitude. 

First of all, evergreens are the exclusive 12-month per- 
formers, the only plants in your garden that make a major con- 
tribution towards removing dreariness from a stark winter 
landscape. 

Secondly, few other plant groups offer such a tremendous 
range of choice in terms of size, shape, colour and flowering. 
There are evergreens that grow gigantic enough to make your 
home a neighbourhood landmark, or miniature varieties that 
will snuggle into pockets in your rock garden. There are upright 
evergreens that can be melded into a living screen against 
noise, unwanted views, pollutants or simply to provide an oasis 
of privacy, and low-growing evergreens that provide an all- 
season carpet in areas not suitable for grass. 

You can plant evergreens that will provide a rich background 
foil for your flowering plants or evergreens such as rhododen- 
drons that, in themselves, will upstage everything with their 
dramatic display of blossoms in late spring. And with the men- 
tion of blossoming, it is a good time to define the term 
“evergreens ’’. 

When first-year gardeners think of evergreens, they in- 
variably envision the pines, spruces, junipers and cedars, the 
varieties with fine or feathery leaves or needles. It often comes 
as a surprise to realize that there is also a class of broad-leaved 
plants that are classified as evergreens in that they retain their 
foliage year round. These include the euonymous, rhododen- 
drons and azaleas. Their lack of recognition stems from the fact 
that they do not offer the same range of versatility as the fine- 
leaved evergreens or conifers and their hardiness limitations 
confine their use to specific areas of Canada. 

Fortunately, all are hardy in the Quinte area. Though we will 
review the broad-leaved class later in this series, we will begin 
with the more popular fine-leaved varieties. 

In terms of colour, the term evergreen is actually a 
misnomer. While the range of greens is wide, from soft moss 
tones to glossy dark-green shades, there is a wide spectrum of 
gray greens, blue grays, blues, golds and even purples, but in 
terms of functions, the label holds true in describing a plant 
that holds its foliage while dormant or resting, a characteristic 
that differentiates the evergreens from those trees and 
shrumbs that lose their leaves in autumn. 
Next week: decorating with evergreens.

the report is expected to be ac- 
cepted as credible because of the 
calibre of people who have drawn 
it up. 

Mr. Crabb is past editor of 
Dance in Canada magazine and 
is now producer of the CBC radio 
programme State of the Arts. He 
also writes about dance for a 
wide variety of publications, in- 
cluding Macleans, The Toronto 
Star, Dancemagazine (New 
York) and Dancing Times (Lon- 
don England.) 

Mr. Pitman is director of the 
Ontario Institute for Studies in 
Education and has held positions 
such as the executive director of 
the Ontario Arts Council, Presi- 
dent of Ryerson Polytechnical 
Institute and Dean of Arts and 
Science at Trent University. 

Focusing on the dance train- 
ing, Mr. Crabb described train- 
ing at the centre as ‘‘a rounded 
programme” focusing on both 
physical, disciplinary and emo- 
tional training of the dancers. 

Not only do teachers teach the 
basics of dancing, they instill 
upon their students a ‘deep 
understanding and respect for 
the art,’’ he said.

Scotland Yard detectives felt that the beret belonged to 


Vera. Their suspicions were partially confirmed when Mrs. 
Short told them she had also found torn-up pieces of card- 
board beside the beret. Unfortunately, she had destroyed 
the pieces of cardboard. Police believed these were Vera's 


swimming certificates. 
An autopsy confirmed that Vera had been strangled and 


raped. There was a mark across the front of her throat 
which appeared to have been made by some type of cord. 

The finger bandage found near the body came under close 
scrutiny. It had come from the finger of a person with a 
discharging wound. The bandage smelled of ammonia. 

Vera had been a shy little girl, who most probably would 
not have gone with a stranger. Police concentrated their ef- 
forts on male individuals who were known to Vera. Of the 
hundreds questioned, only one man who knew Vera had 
been wearing a finger bandage at the time of the murder.

Understandably, police were interested in finding the 
location where Vera was murdered and presumably kept un.

They homed in on the area where Mrs. Short found the red 
beret. Next door to the Short dwelling was a building with 
an open cellar where coal was stored. Coal dust had been 
found on Vera’s clothing as well as on the finger bandage 

Police theorized that Vera’s kidnapper might very well 
have walked her to the area of the coal cellar. Vera mah 
have resisted leaving the street and in the struggle dropped 
her red beret and her swimming certificates. Forced into the 
coal cellar, Vera was strangled and raped. She may have 
been left there until the rain stopped and then transported 
in a wheel barrow to where whe was found. When the killer 
laid out the body in the shrubs, his finger bandage fell off 

Percy Rush claimed from the outset that he had nothin 
to do with the death of Vera Page. He admitted that he had 
once worn a finger bandage, but he had discarded it a few 
days before the murder. His wife turned over bandages she 
had in their apartment. While the bandage material ap- 
peared similar to the one left at the scene of the Bie 
microscopic examination revealed that the materials were 
not identical.

Eight weeks of investigation 
by the Belleville Police Force has 
resulted in the arrest of two 
suspects in connection with the 
stabbing death of Harold Str- 
inger. 

Mr. Stringer, 83, was a resi- 
dent of 16 1/2 Catharine St. in 
Belleville until his murder on 
June 7, 1988. 

Charged with murder are Gary 
James Nugent, 39, and Sherry 
Lynn Keegan, 24, of no fixed ad- 
dress. Both were arrested last 
Thursday afternoon on Ben- 
jamin Street without incident 
and were due to have their first 
court appearance yesterday. 

According to a Calgary Sun 
report, Mr. Nugent’s brother 
Elwin in Calgary was one of four 
Victims in the city’s worst multi- 
ple murder — only hours after 
learning of his brother’s arrest. 

Calgary police said “it appears 
a fight broke out between two 
men at a drinking party. One left 
and returned with a .38-calibre 
handgun and a knife,’’ reported 
the Sun.

The murder scenario was already in 
motion. That morning, Juliet had brought 
a half brick to her friend’s house. Now 
that very brick was in Pauline’s pocket 
inside the foot of an old stocking. Pauline 
pointed to some pretty pink stones on the 
path. As her mother stooped down to 
examine the pebbles, Pauline extracted 
her homemade murder weapon and set it 
crashing over and over again to her 
mother’s head. She passed the blood 

Stocking to Juliet, who proceeded to hit 
Honora repeatedly. Together, the two 
girls had beaten Honora Parker to death. 

Pauline ran to a nearby kiosk, shouting, 
“It’s Mummie. I think she’s dead. We 
tried to carry her. She was too heavy.”’ 
Hysterically, Juliet added, “Yes, it’s her 
mother. She’s covered with blood.” 

Pauline interrupted, ‘‘We were coming 
back along the track. Mummie tripped on 
a plank and hit her head when she 
landed. She kept falling, and her head 
kept banging and bumping as she fell.” 

The girls washed their hands. Later, 
witnesses were to state that they could 
hear them laughing uncontrollably as they 
washed away the blood. 

Police were called. They took one look 
at the 45 wounds which had been inflicted 
to Honora Parker’s head and detained the 
girls for questioning. Three weeks later, 
they were charged with murder. Both 
girls confessed, so the salient point of 
New Zealand’s most infamous crime was 
not who committed the murder, but 
whether the perpetrators were sane or 
insane. 


The star of the proceedings was not a 
witness, but Pauline’s diary. It remains 
as one of the most diabolic pieces of evi- 
dence ever read in a courtroom. 


A few excerpts: 
Feb. 13, 1954. ‘‘Why could not Mother 
die? Dozens, thousands of people are 
dying. Why not Mother?”’

when ugly home foundations cried for something to hide their 
homeliness. But today, when foundations are anything but ug- 
ly, the habit lingers on even though it is as out-of-date as the 
horse and buggy. 
If you wish to use evergreens née 
means do so, but give them some re 
and shade-loving flowering plants. An 


term “angular awfulness”’. 
In planting evergreens next to your foundation, remember 


that there are no straight lines in nature. Straight lines and 
right angles are strictly an invention of man. Remember,too, 
that your home is all straight lines and right angles, and your 
foundation plantings should be used to modify rather than rein- 
force those lines and angles. Let me explain what I mean. 

Probably the most common planting of evergreens is two 
uprights flanking the front door, two spreading evergreens 
under the windows and two more uprights at the corners of the 
home. That is “angular awfulness”. All this does is impart a 
boxy look and sit the home rigidly on top of the ground rather 
than help it meld into the landscape. 

Instead, try grouping evergreens of different shapes, heights 
and colours, such as a blue-gray, narrow upright such as 
Skyrocket, with a golden spreading juniper and a bright-green 
round broad-leaf evergreen such as Korean Box. 

Nor should screening be confining to the foundation. 
Evergreens can be used to block off traffic, the neighbours or 
yourself from the world - or to hide a compost bin or a vegetable 
garden. 

Complementary-“‘Complementary’’ means, “‘...adding to or 
completing."” And what I am suggesting here is the use of 
evergreens to complete your free-standing or lot-line gardens. 

Try the same sort of groupings suggested for foundation 
plantings and make them sparkle with plantings of shade- 
loving plants such as impatiens or tuberous begonias snuggled 
among them. 

In fact, there is a planting technique with tuberous begonias 
that makes full use of their sporatic blooming habit and makes 

a sparkling, ever-changing complement to your evergreens. 

Plant them in clay pots, (so they can absorb water from the 
surrounding soil and not require individual watering), and plant 
them along the front and among your evergreens. Then, as the 
blossoms on a front-planted begonia fades, simply lift the pot 
and switch it with one that has been interplanted. In this way 
you provide a constantly changing kaleidoscope of colour, up 
front where it can be viewed to best advantage. ae

It begins with seventeen-year-old Carla (Pays) leaving he 
English boarding school to spend some time Shifts father in 
Berlin. As soon as she meets her father (Segal) it is obvious that 
everything he does irritates her. When she finds that he has a 
new lady firend, she is unhappy. Her mood becomes worse 
when she discovers that they will be staying in dreary, depress- 
ing East Berlin to be near her father’s new friend. Carla is 
beautiful but willful, rude, self-centred and usually unpleasant. 

In her hotel room Carla begins to have eerie feelings and 
hears sounds like rats behind the wardrobe. It takes about 20 
minutes to set the gloomy atmosphere of the story and to 
establish that this is not going to be a fun holiday. 

The story is slightly confusing in spots, but not unduly so. It 
should certainly maintain the interest of most viewers. Its 
strongest points are the convincing acting of its real star, 
Amanda Pays, and its ability to sustain a menacing mood 
throughout the film. 

There are some quite violent scenes and foul language, which, 
along with the over-all tone of the movie, makes it unsuitable 
for children.

Saving snakes 


Tucked quietly away in rural Prince Edward 
County is a unique institution — the Reptile 
Breeding Foundation. It is the only institution in 
the world devoted solely to the breeding of captive 
reptiles and bears a proud record for successfully 
breeding species that have never been bred before in 
captivity. 

So what? you may say. Does the world care 
whether obscure species of snakes and lizards are 
saved from extinction? 

Perhaps not. But perhaps the world ought to care. 

According to Tom Huff, director of the founda- 
tion, man is steadily destroying species around the 
world, often through the destruction of their 
‘nabats.

Vigilance is price of good local gover 


The Editor: 

I must congratulate you 
on the editorial in the July 
20th edition of Quinte 
Weekly News; it takes 
much courage of one’s con- 
victions to state for- 
thrightly what is believed 
to be an undesirable state 
of affairs in municipal 
government. 

I wish to make a general 
comment or two about con- 
flict of interest charges 
that seem to be arising in 
Belleville. Firstly, I am not 
privy to what is happening, 
but I must say through bit- 
ter experience 20 years ago 
in respect to another town 
and council, it sounds like a 
lot of deja vu. I lost many 
nights of sleep trying to 
get the Municipal Board 
(let alone the town council) 
to rectify what appeared to 
be a glaring case of conflict 
of interest at worst and 
dubious ethics at best. 
Every conceivable trick 
was played on petitioners 
to thwart them. Not least 
among the offenders was 
the Municipal Board itself. 
At that time, there was on- 
ly one route of appeal and 
that was to the premier of 
Ontario. This may still be 
so. I'll describe in brief a 
segment of what was a 

_ painful saga. 

_. «At the Municipal Board 
-hearing, the council knew 
there would be a very 
heavy turnout of peti- 
tioners, so the town opened 
its case with a request 
made by its lawyer for a 
postponement of the hear- 
ings as they “regretted the 
consultants were unable to 
be present.’’ The hearing 
was postponed and I 
subsequently found that 
the consultants had not 
been asked until the night 
before. 

On the second hearing, 
the discouraged petitioners 
stayed away; they had 
already lost time and 
money being off work. The 
board then added insult to 
injury by pointing out that 
there could not have been 
much enthusiasm because 
hardly anyone was pre 
sent! 

The board itself con- 
sisted of one man. No one 
took minutes and the chair- 
man became hostile when 
this was pointed out. 

At the first hearing the 
board said that I could 
represent the petitioners 
(as a citizen). At the second 
hearing, however, I was 
denied that right by the 
same person... 

This was all but the tip of 
the iceberg — what had 
preceded the occasion was 
the worst type of zoning 
gerrymandering I _ had 
seen, much of it sheltered 
behind a plan drawn up by 
consultants, obviously 
with the help of the in- 
terested parties.» =». = + 

One has the hardest time 


accusing consultants of 
partisanship, but one can- 
not help wondering if town 
councils and consultants 
(in concert) think that the 
average taxpayer is naive 
or too stupid to notice that 
sometimes some of those in 
office have had their own 
properties zoned very 
much in their favour and 
others to their detriment.

Planting the 
right evergreen 










Last week we reviewed two of the basic landscape 
functions of evergreens - screening and complemen- 
tary plantings. This week we begin with the third - 
specimen plantings. 


ARDENING 
AND GROWING

Every time I see a home almost obscured by a 30- 
foot blue spruce planted on their postage-stamp siz- 
ed front lawn, my heart goes out to the owner. I 
know that they or a previous owner planted the tree 
in good faith, but without taking into account one 
of the axioms in the speciamen plantings of 
evergreens - ultimate size. And now their windows 
are obscured, their rooms are darkened, their land- 
scape totally dominated and they haven’t got the 
heart to cut down this glorious specimen. 

Fortunately today, the problem is not so acute 
because hybridizers have come up with dwarf blue 
spruce that top off around 20 feet. And there are 
choices, such as my favourite specimen evergreen - 
the Nootka False Cypress. 

Great pendulous arms at irregular intervals 
draped with thick cascades of weeping leaflets, it 
could be construed as a tree that pulls up its roots 
at night and creeps around peeking in windows. But 
for those that like something different, the Nookta 
is a striking answer. 

When you see it in the nursery, at a height of two 
or three feet, its droopy appearance might lead you 
to believe it might be mortally ill. But have faith. 
By the time it reaches four or five feet its character 
starts to show and by the time it reaches its 
ultimate height of 15 to 20 feet and six foot spread, 
it will be stopping traffic. 

__ When buying evergreens, it is worth remember- 
ing that, compared with decidous trees or shrubs, 
they are relatively slow to demonstrate damage or 
neglect. And while their distress calls are less im- 
mediate and obvious, there are certain signs and 
signals to be observed in the buying of evergreens.

GETS A FACELIFT 


By John G. Smith 
Every project Bel-Con Engineering has work- 
ed on has acted as a training ground for the 
renovations of Belleville city hall, said Bill 
White, president of the firm. And many of their 
plans and drawings are now taking shape in the 
form of a city hall many cities will envy. 

Despite criticism of cost overruns, Mr. White 
heralds what he considers a sense of vision 
parallelling the optimism of the original 
builders of city hall. A town then of 6,000 peo- 
ple, Belleville built a magnificent structure 
that was the envy of other surrounding cen- 
tres. 

Originally given a $1.5 
million budget in 1984, the 
project has come under 
heavy criticism as it 
ballooned to $2.5 million. 
But the original budget is 
misleading, stressed Mr. 
White. 

The project now under- 
way includes a $680,000 
renovation of the 
building’s exterior that 
wasn't even considered in 
the original budget. Con- 
struction prices have also 
“skyrocketted"’ since 1984, 
he said. 

EXTRA SPACE 

City hall staff originally 
asked for an additional 
10,000 sq. ft. of gross floor 
area (measured from the 
outside dimensions of the 
building). The city sug- 
gested an addition to the 
building, but Bel-Con came 
up with a plan to fit the ad- 
ditional space in the ex- 
isting structure. Staff are 
getting even more than

“We couldn’t convince any 
of the departments to come 
up here.” 

By finishing the space 
now, he hopes the area will 
be saved from becoming a 
storage area. Large win- 
dows opening onto the 
atrium are being installed 
for future use of the area as 
office space when any of 
the departments need to 
expand. 

VALUE JUDGEMENT 


Most eye-catching on 
this floor is an opening to 
the second and higher 
floors which isn’t being us- 
ed as constructive floor 
space. 

“It was a value judge- 
ment,” he said. “we filled 
the need for space and kept 
the old original building as 
mie ay be proud of.”

A unique addition to the 
new chambers is an all- 
glass wall so it can be view- 
ed from floors below. 

Trusses on this floor 
have been re-shaped to 
complement the atrium us- 
ing original wood as both a 
cost-saving measure and to 
historically enhance the 
structure. 

The new elevator, which 
travels at an astonishing 
350ft/min., stops at this 
floor. Only stairs lead to a 
final meeting room in the 
fifth floor of the tower. 


FURNISHINGS 


This room will be fur- 
nished with a hexagon 
table and chandelier from 
Venice, similar to ones 
which will hang in the mid- 
dle of the building. 

Although this expense 
has been criticized, Mr. 
White calls the expense of 
$1,500 per unit a “drop in 
the bucket’’ compared to 
the overall price of the pro- 
ject. 

“Furnishings can make 
or break the work we've 
done,”’ he said. 

But funds for fur- 
nishings are still to be 
decided by a city council 
who have received a great 
deal of public pressure 
from the project’s $2.5 
million budget. 

And this week is when he 
will be looking at carpet 
samples and other fur- 
nishings for a proposal to 
city hall to get additional 
funding. He also praises 
council’s decision to ask for 
donations to furnish the 
area properly.

The businessmen were questioned. They corroborated 


lished, as no next of kin could be found. : 

Detectives believed that Robert Hansen was their man, 
despite his iron-clad alibi. Once more they approached 
the two respected witnesses.

museum in the 
world to specialize in rep- 
tiles. The musuem, started 
fast year in the old Cana- 
dian Tire Store in Picton, is 
continuing this year in a 
former village schoolhouse 
at Cherry Valley. It proved 
popular last year with 
almost 6,000 visitors, and 
Mr. Huff expects it to pro- 
ve popular again this sum- 
mer. 

Over 125 animals are on 
display in 85 exhibits, 
ranging from common local 
reptiles to endangered 
species from around the 
world 

The museum includes 
many igre first bred in 
Captivity by the tile 
Breeding Ponindiltion a 
rare Jamaican Boa — fewer 
than 100 are known to ex- 
ist in the wild — were first 
bred in captivity by the 
foundation and over 300 of 
the boas have been sent to 
zoos and other institutions 
around the world. 

_ Another of the exhibits 
is the Mongolian Frog 
Eyed Gecko, again bred for 
the first time in Captivity 
Dy the foundation. Three 
Specimens of the rare gecko 


were obtained by the foun- 
dation from the Moscow 
Zoo after three years of ef- 
fort. Six others were sent 
to the San Diego Zoo. The 
foundation was able to 
breed the species while the 
zoo, with a budget almost 
300 times bigger than the 
foundation’s $150,000 
budget, was unable to even 
keep their specimens alive. 
In the end, the zoo admit- 
ted failure and shipped its 
one remaining gecko to the 
foundation. 

Admission to the Ex- 
otarium is $4 for adults 
and $3 for youngsters. It 
will remain open daily from 
10 am. to 5 pm. until 
Sept. 5 and then will be 
open Saturdays and Sun- 
days until Oct. 10. 

Mr. Huff said he wants 
to bring school groups into 
the museum rather than 
travel to schools, as he and 
his staff have done in 
Previous years. At the 
museum, which will be 
open by appointment to 
school and other groups on 
weekdays during 
September and October, he 
can offer programs of one 
to three hours, 

Mr. Huff expects that 
the museum and gift shop 


will eventually be a major 
source of support to the 
foundation, but donations 
are needed in the meantime 
to keep the foundation 
afloat. 

Another project is the 
Adopt-a-Reptile program 
in which people can adopt 
specific animals at the 
foundation by paying for 


the animal's food for one ' 


year. In return, they 
receive an adoption cer- 
tificate, a photograph of 


the animal, a fact sheet on’ 


the species and personal in- 
formation about that 
animal and a subscription 
to the foundation’s 
Quarterly newspaper 
a and Tales. es 

© program has proved 
popular, Mr. Huff says, 
with over 100 people adop- 
ting 120 animals since it 
started June Ist. 

“I love reptiles,” says 
Tom Huff, director of the 
Reptile Breeding Founda- 
tion near Cherry Valley. 

He had better. He has 
over 400 snakes, not to 
mention lizards, turtles, 
tortoises and crocidilians, 
On the foundation's 
Premises right now. Oh, 
and don’t forget the taran- 
tulas he and his 14-year-old 


son Jeffery raise for a hob- 
by as well. 

Born and raised in San 
Francisco, Mr. Huff came 
to Canada to start the Rep- 
tile Breeding Foundation 
in 1972. Over almost 20 
years, the foundation has 
developed a proud reputa- 
tion as an organization 
with outstanding success 
at breeding rare reptiles, 
which are notoriously dif- 
ficult to breed. 

That success has been 
recognized through two of 
the top awards of the 
American Association of 
Zoological Parks and 
Aquariums. In 1977 the 
foundation won the Ed- 
ward H. Bean Award for 
its work with Caribbean 
Boas, an endangered 
species. The foundation is 
one of only three in- 
stitutions in Canada to 
ever win the award. In 
1987, the foundation won a 
Significant Achievement 
Award for its work with 
Frog Eyed Sand Geckos, 
and the institution is now 
in the running for another 
award for its work with 
African Plated Lizards. 

Whether the species he is 
working with is en- 
dangered or not, Mr. Huff 


loves his job. 

“There’s nothing I like 
better than to see a baby 
turtle or lizard hatch out of 
its egg,” he said in an inter- 
view last week. 

And knowing whether or 
not an egg will hatch can 
be tough. “We've found 
with lizard eggs that we 
never throw out an egg 
unless it explodes or 
stinks,’ he said as he show- 
ed QWN through the foun- 
dation. 

He said hé is proud of the 
foundation’s record at 
breeding reptiles no one 
else has been able to breed, 
but the true measure of 
success is repeated 
t reeding. The foundation is 
m its third successful 
generation of breedin g 


Frog Eyed Geckos, for ex. 
ample. 


He said reptiles bred and ‘ 


raised in captivity can be 
ieee ries wild. “* 
es don’t key on to 
like birds or mitudate ie 
said. They retain their 
natural instincts despite 
generations of captivity. 
He has raised snakes in- 
to the third generation who 
have never seen a live 
mouse. When placed in a 
room with rocks and sand

and live mice, they show no 
difficulty in hunting and 
eating the mice. 

Why save the many 
obscure but endangered 
species? 

“You could argue that 
what man is doing to this 
planet is just evolution,”’ 
he says. ‘‘He’s causing ex- 
tinction of these species, 
but he doesn’t realize in 
some cases that it will af- 
fect him.” 

An example close to 
home ‘is the decline in 
milksnake populations. 
Milksnakes, once common 
in rural Ontario, helped 
keep mice populations 


‘down. Now farmers in the 


Windsor area report a lot 
of mice problems, as do or- 
chard growers in Prince 
Edward County. 

‘We never used to have 
that problem,”’ farmers tell 
him — and they 
acknowledge that they 
don’t see many milksnakes 
anymore either. 

Another example is the 
explosion of rats in India 
after millions of snakes 
were killed there for leather 
in the fifties and sixties, 
The country had an 


estimated 350 trillion rats 
in 1971.

He flew Paula to his 
cabin, where he tortured and raped the hapless girl. 
Stripped nude, she was set free and given a Read start 
before Robert stalked her with his expensive rifle. The 
girl ran for her life, but soon had to stop, exhausted. 
Robert methodically hunted until he found his quarry. He 
brought her down with one shot. 

Hansen directed police by helicopter to the 16 other 
crosses on his map. Months later, when the ground had 
thawed, officials attempted to recover more bodies, but 
they never did. Dist. Att. Krumm points out, “the marks 
were on aerial maps. It’s a big country and the bodies 
might never be found. Besides, we were looking in 
bear country. There probably is nothing left.” 

Robert Hansen was sentenced to life imprisonment on 
one count of murder, and 99 years on each of the other 
three counts. He was also sentenced to 40 years each for 
the kidnapping and rape of the young girl who first 
‘brought Hansen to the notice of police. 

In all, Hansen received 377 years, plus life without pos- 
sibility of parole.

After three ballots and a spread of 68 votes 
over runner up Wolf Tausendfreund, Sidney 
Reeve Jack Arthur was chosen last week to 
lead the Prince Edward-Hastings Progressive 
Conservatives into the next federal election. 

After trailing his rival in the first two 
ballots, Mr. Arthur pulled ahead of his last op- 
ponent in the final tally, Belleville Alderman 
Wolf Tausendfreund, with 469 delegates. At 
the final vote, 401 of 916 eligible voters sup- 
ported Mr. Tausendfreund. 


The first ballot 
eliminated Ernst Kneisel, 
who finished last with a 
disappointing 82 votes. It 
was apparent at the begin- 
ning that his campaign 
wasn’t as well organized 
despite money poured into 
a theme song of “energy ... 
ideas ... Ernst.”’ 

Second to drop out of the 
leadership race was 30- 
year-old Rick Moorcroft 
with a tally of 121 votes. 
He made sure he pointed 
out at the end of the even- 
ing, however, that in 10 
years he'll be 40.

Few le can deny that Belleville’s city hall is 
one of ohn ace historically significant buildings in 
the area. : 

Not only is it an impressive piece of architecture, 
but it provides a glimpse into our past and the faith 
original residents had in the city’s future. : 

Now, with an equal faith in the community, 
Belleville is restoring its city hall. All of the features 
such as atriums, skylights and extra floors are mak- 
ing thisan even more impressive building to be ad- 
mired. 

But this positive work notwithstanding, many 
citizens are criticizing city council and the $2.5 
million being spent on the project, which was 
originally budgeted at $1.5 million. 

Belleville has only one city hall. It should be 
restored in the same scale as the original structure 
was built — anything less would be an injustice. 

But it seems many people don’t agree and have a 
countless number of complaints about the project, 
ranging from expenditures to the building of the 
structure itself. 

The renovation’s most spectacular feature, an 
atrium, which takes up a lot of floor space but pro- 
vides an unusual view of the city hall’s unique clock 
tower, was a judgement call. However, much-needed 
office space was still provided and even exceeded 
original requests. It was a value Judgement well 
raade. :

Unilingualists aren’t 


Dear Sirs: 

With regard to your 
editorial in the July 13th, 
edition, it expresses at- 
titudes that seem to be 
generally held by so many 
staff writers in Canadian 
papers. I say generally 
held, because I have read 
other editorials in other 
papers that express the 
same attitudes in almost 
the same words and man- 
ner. 

This editorial 
demonstrates, in my opi- 
nion, just how far freedom 
of expression and respect 
for other people’s opinions 
have sunk in this country. 

Verbal abuse limits 
freedom of speech in that it 
is intimidation. Before any 
person can begin to answer 
this editorial, and the 
others I have read like it, 
they first have to accept 
the labels of dinosaurs, 
bigot, unreasonable, tyran- 
nical and intolerant. In- 
asmuch as most people 
would not be willing to ex- 
pose themselves to that 
kind of abuse, even for the 
right to express their opi- 
nion, they don’t speak. We 
have the right to disagree; 
we do not have the right to 
be disagreeable. 

The reasoning behind 
Bill 101 in Quebec is not 
necessarily bigotry. The 
people of Quebec have been 
persuaded that they have a 
right or duty to preserve 
French language because 
they believe they are Fren- 
ch. They were not French 
in 1867, they were British 
North American colonists 
(Canadians), and in 1988 
they are still Canadians, 
but they don’t believe that. 


Conversely, the people 
who stand for unili 
English have equally good 
reasons for their position: 

1. They also believe they 
have the right to maintain 
the language that is their 


birthright, and it really is 
ipthright, sng

__4. Simple economics. We 
can’t afford the luxury of 
all this c«lture: when. we 
can’t pay the national 
debt. 


You say we have to ac- 
cept changes, that we can’t 
go back, but when social 
change has not improved 
social condition, I believe 
we have to re-evaluate and 
correct our positions. We 
cannot criticize South 
Africa for their apartheid

Again, let me stress, when you buy evergreens don’t 
forget to take into account their ultimate size. What 
may be a 12-inch wide evergreen at time of purchase 
may have an ultimate spread of six or seven feet. 
Upright evergreens such as skyrockets may eventual- 
ly reach a height of 12 feet, so whatever you do, don’t 

‘buy them for a foundation area topped with a wide 
overhang at eight feet. 

If it is a new evergreen planting, it may indeed look a 
little empty for two or three years if your evergreens 
are planted the proper distance apart. Much better you 
fill those temporary gaps with annuals than find out in 
four or five years that your evergreens have far 
outgrown the alloted space. And of course, we've 
already talked about specimen plantings.

cluded taramosalata, a 
caviar dip with lemon; sat- 
ziki, a creamy yhogurt dip; 
dolmadakia, ground beef 
and rice wrapped in grape 
leaves; and spanakopita, a 
filo pastry filled with 
spinach and cheese. 

According to Angelo, all 
dishes are prepared on 
premises, including the tas- 
ty desserts such as the 
traditional baclava. In- 
cidentally, the baclava is 
made by a former pastry 
chef at the Greek royal 
palace and even Angelo, 
who fixes all the dishes to 
his own recipes, can’t 
match it. 

Angelo explains that 
Greek cuisine is not ex- 
tremely spicy and doesn’t 
use heavy sauces. Meals 
are plainly prepared in the 
traditional manner, 
seafoods and meats often 
grilled with lemon sauces. 

For those less adven- 
turous, there are also Cana- 
dian dishes and kid’s meals 
are half price. 

To finish there is Greek 
coffee, a thick, foamy cof- 
fee made one cup at a time. 
You have to watch it close- 
ly, Angelo says, to make 
sure it is just about to turn 
over before serving. A sedi- 
ment collects at the bot- 
tom, and if Tomasis’ Place 
were a real Greek island, 
there would be an old 
woman on hand to read the 
future in the grounds.

PUT A MESSAGE 
ON YOUR PLATE

With over 141,000 
custom vehicle licence 
plates issued, it’s hard to 
miss seeing one of these 


plates, no matter where 


you are in Ontario. 

The Ministry of 
Transportation started the 
“owner's choice” plates in 
July of 1983. The cost is 
$100. per set, and persons 
ordering a set of two 
customized plates can ex- 
pect it to take 12 weeks. 

The plates can be 
customized for passenger 
and commercial vehicles as 
well as motorcycles, but 
certain rules apply. Plates 
for passenger and commer- 
cial vehicles must have a 
minimum of two 
characters and a maximum 
of six. However, only two 
numerical characters can 
be issued. Rules for plates 
for motorcycles are similar, 
but are limited to a max- 
imum of five characters. 

Doug Olsen, manager of 
the Licence Bureau in the 
Maze Mall, Belleville, says 
the vanity plates ‘‘are uni- 

‘que - there’s no duplica- 
tions.” Which is why 
there’s so much demand. 

The plates tell something 
about the owner’s per- 


sonality. As Mr. Olsen 
stated, ‘‘The plates have-a 
lot to do with the owner’s 
personality. They’re 
distinctive. They set one 
car apart from other cars.” 

You can see the vanity 


- plates on all types of cars. 


New and old, big and small. 
It doesn’t matter what 
kind of car it is. These 
licence plates are a fad 
that’s hard to resist. If you 
have something to say, 
why not put it on a license 
plate? 

Not everything goes, 
though. A committee cen- 
sors the plates. The plates 
when ordered are punched 
in the computer at the 
Licence Bureau. The com- 
puter’s program can deny 
specific words or phrases 
which may be derogatory 
or offensive to someone. 

“There’s so many out 
there, it’s hard to come up 
with some fascinating 
statement,”’ said Mr. 
Olsen. ‘“‘The most unusual 
one I did see was in Toron- 
to. It had XQQSME on it, 
meaning - excuse me.” 


Although Doug Olsen is! 
the manager of the Licence , 


Bureau; he does not own a 
custom plate himself. He 
says he wouldn’t know 
what to pur on one.

The massive chinook is the current leader in the 
Great Salmon Hunt and stands to win a prize package 
worth $115,000. Noteworthy is the fish is the heaviest 
to hit the scales in the derby’s 10 year history. 

Doug Parks is the lucky angler and must be losing 
sleep with that much money at stake. 

The weigh-in station at Paul Pickard’s has also seen 
many huge salmon hit the scales. Paul reports chinook 
weighing in at 35 pounds, - plus with black-pearl and 
black-purple being the productive colours. 

Charter boat captains have found the salmons prefer 
54° farenheit zone at depths of 75 to 90 feet. Bronte 
Flutter Spoons, Northern Kings and Diamond Kings 
have been the top producers.

The defence had 
been unable to produce Gregorio, who had left 
London immediately after the big row at the 
pub. Seraphino broke down after the sentence 
was read and had to be carried from the court- 

m. 

The Italian community was aghast at the ver- 
dict and sentence. Initially, it was felt that there 
was no premeditation on Seraphino’s part and 
that he should have been charged with man- 
slaughter rather than murder. Besides, Gregorio 
Mogni’s involvement in soliciting Cetto to get rid 
of a bloody knife immediately after the fracas 
posed the question of reasonable doubt. 

An influential member of the Italian commu- 
nity named Negretti was convinced that an inno- 
cent man was about to hang. He decided to track 
down the elusive Gregorio Mogni. Negretti soli- 
cited and received the support of The Daily Tele- 
gram. The newspaper agreed that a miscarriage 
of justice had taken place. They gave the case 
wide publicity. 

Six days after Seraphino’s trial, Gregorio 
Mogni went to confession in Birmingham .and 
was advised by a Roman Catholic priest to get in-

duly tried. His own brother testified that he had 
een Gregorio slashing away with his knife dur- 
the fight. Another witness testified that after 
fight, Gregorio had admitted stabbing ‘three 
or four of them, and one is dead.”’ 

Seraphino was brought from his death cell to 
be a witness at Gregorio’s trial. One must 
remember that this was the first time Seraphino 
had spoken in his own defence in front of a jury. 
An accused could not take the witness stand 
in his own defence at that time in England. 












The courtroom was packed with curious 
onlookers when Seraphino testified. For the first 
time they and the jury saw Gregorio and 
Seraphino in the same room together. It was a 
revelation. 

They were carbon copies- same height, same 
swarthy complexion and same _ luxuriant 
moustache. No wonder a dying man and a 
seriously wounded one had made an identifica- 
tion mistake. The two men looked enough alike 
to be twins. 

Seraphino told his story. He was believed by 
the jury, who immediately found Gregorio Mogni 
guilty of manslaughter. He was sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment. 

Only one little matter remained to be straight- 
ened out. Seraphino was still on death row await- 
ing execution for a crime committed by his 
cousin Gregorio. Seraphino’s execution date was 
delayed, allowing authorities to ponder their 
dilemma. It was then decided to try Seraphino 
for the attempted murder of Rebbeck, the badly 
wounded man who had identified Seraphino from 

is bed. 

The trial was farcical, as it was only being 
conducted to allow Gregorio the opportunity to 
confess to the crime from the witness stand. 
Because of his testimony, it took the jury only 10 
minutes to find Seraphino not guilty. 

The Italian community celebrated the acquittal 
throughout London and indeed all of England. 
The very next day, Seraphino Pelizzioni was 
released from prison. He received no compensa- 
tion for his wrongful conviction.

During its first five or six minutes, this movie goes 
from relaxed shots of birds and animals and a peaceful 
pond to a supercharged impression that nature has 

one berserk. 

. A lone fisherman is asleep in his boat. A wild gale 
starts blowing, the water begins to bubble and churn 
and a vicious tug on his line almost severs his fingers. 

By the time he gets to the dock, everything has return- 
ed to normal. 

The star, Henry Thomas, is best known for his role 
as the little boy in E.T. In this film he is Corry, a 
bright, curious, couragepous, fourteen-year-old-a sort 
of juvenile MacGyver (of the “MacGyver” TV series). 
He is constantly trying some risky experiment like rig- 
ging his bike to run on railway tracks. All his ventures 
make the police nervous. 

One day, on a picnic with his two girl-friends, they 
accidentally arrive at the pond and find the corpse of 
the fisherman. The police are baffled about the cause 
of death and are ready to call it an accident. Corry 
guesses that the pond is in the middle of an aboriginal 
burial ground end is sure this had something to do 
with the death. He dicides to investigate. 

The story is a blend of folklore, myth and reality. It 
was made in Australia, which means humour, 
beautiful scenery and realistic characters, but also ac- 
cents which could give some viewers trouble. It is suc- 
cessful in creating an atmosphere of menace in many 
scenes, expecially the ones at the pond. 

Adults may not find it entirely satisfying, but it 
should provide an entertaining interlude for the kids 
during the summer holidays.

Under a city bylaw in 
Trenton, the organization 
will be setting up a boar- 
ding house with nine beds. 
The beds will be occupied 
by youths from the ages of

that the deal for the pro- 
perty hadn’t been finalized 
until Aug. 5 and thus plans 
for the property had to be 
kept under wraps to keep 
prices for it from increas- 


ing. 

Alderman Eldon Weese, 
who attended as a resident 
and member of the 
YOUTHAB board of direc- 
tors, said the project also 
wasn’t announced yet 
_ because the Ministry of 
Community and Social Ser- 
vices hadn’t yet officially 


announced the funds for it. 
“Tt’s their money,” he 
said. 


Also involved in the pro- 


ject is the Ministry of 
Housing and the Ministry 
of Health. 

But the timing of the an- 
nouncement didn’t anger 
residents as much as use of

the property as a boarding 
house. 

Different names for the 
shelter were thrown about 
the room of 30 residents as 
the majority compared it 
to a “halfway house.”’ But 
Mrs. West disagreed. 

“It’s a boarding house,” 
she said, citing the city 
bylaw the project is follow- 
ing. The shelter is simply 
for youths who have no 
place to stay because of 
finances or having to leave 
home. Social assistance 
systems also require a fix- 
ed address before cheques 
are issued in many cases. 
This shelter provides just 
that. 

Residents were still con- 
cerned, however, that the 
house will also attract an 
undesireable crowd to the 
area in the form of friends 
of the youths housed in the 
project.

Tonight at midnight, Canada Post could be sur- 
rounded by the all too familiar sight of pickets. 

At that time, the Public Service Alliance of 
Canada, a union which represents administrative 
and technical staff, including those who service 
high-speed letter-sorting machines, will be in a legal 
strike position. 

Conciliation commissioner Douglas Stanley says 
a strike can be avoided through negotiations — but 
only if both sides are flexible. Frankly, the prospect 
of such flexibility seems as likely as the proverbial 
snowball in a certain very warm place. Neither 
postal unions nor management has ever shown the 
slightest degree of flexibility in past negotiations. 
Nor are they likely to show flexibility now. 

In fact, at this time, union officials are predicting 
that a strike is 99 per cent certain — and they 
should know since they are the ones who would lead 
their members out on strike. 

The prospect of another strike makes us sick, sick 
because of the damage such a strike can deal to 
Canadian businesses. This is no game. A strike can 
cripple a business. The livelihoods of many more 
than just 5,200 postal workers are on the line in this 
potential strike. 

If this strike materializes, it will be the second 
postal strike in a single year, the third in just over a 
year. That’s too many. Too many times Canadians 
are being held hostage in struggles that rival in bit- 
terness the war between Iran and Iraq. Canadians 
are fed up, and rightly so, by these constant confron-

evergreens need 
alkaline soil 


As stated earlier in this series, some evergreens 
are generally regarded as shrubs rather than 
evergreens mainly because their leaves are broad 
rather than fine like the spruces, pines, junipers or 
cedars. But evergreens they are, retaining their 
_. leaves all season. Admittedly, during the deep 
_. freeze days, those leaves get pretty tired-looking, 
but come springtime, they rise again bright and 
pert as ever. The evergreens I’m talking about are 
. he azaleee, rhododendrons, euonymous and box- 

wood. 


ARDENING 
AND GROWING

There is good reason why the broad-leaved 
evergreens are not as popular as their fine-leaved 
cousins: because they demand a soil condition that 
is not generally recognized - acidity. While the fine- 
leaved evergreens will tolerate neutral or slightly 
alkaline soil, the broak-leaved evergreens will not, 
particularly the azaleas and rhododendrons, and if 
the soil is not to their liking, they will sit and sulk, 
flower sporadically and grow at a’snail’s pace. And 
perhaps this is a good time to talk about acid and 
alkaline soils. 

Alkaline soils exist where there is a high content 
of calcium or magnesium in the soil, a minimum 
‘amount of organic matter and low rainfall. And the 
opposite.conditions tend to make soils acid. In 
other words, if there is a high percentage of 
limestone in your area, your soil will tend to be acid. 
If you get plenty of rainfall (this summer being an 
exception) or if you water regularly, that tends to 
wash calcium and magnesium into the subsoil and 
help maintain an acid condition. True, you can 
modify alkaline soils to some degree by digging in 
plenty of peat together with the monthly addition 
of an acid-type evergreen fertilizer but they will 
thrive much better with the following planting pro- 
cedure. 

In my area, the water is so hard that a damp 
washcloth could be considered a’ lethal weapon, 
which means my soil is alkaline. But I am suc- 
cessfully growing the broad-leaved evergreens 
because of procedures I applied at planting time. 

First, I dug the planting hole a foot deeper than 
required and put in a 12-inch layer of peat moss to 
help neutralize alkaline ground water. I then filled 
the hole with a mixture of three parts peat to one 
part soil and mounded this mixture to a height of 
twelve inches. Then I planted by broad-leaved 
evergreen (rhododendron), and to keep up the good 
fight, I watered at planting time and continue to 
water monthly from early spring to mid-summer 
with an acid-type fertilizer and every two weeks 
with an aluminum sulphate solution. 

A lot of work - sure - but if you could see the 
flowering display my Fhododanday ea on every 
i think you’d say it was worth iv. ;

PRE procedure. Balled and burlapped 
evergreens can be planted as is. Simply cut the rope 
from around the stem before filling the planting

The man they were looking for had killed, hacked 
burned and buried a fellow Ranier being. No matter 
how glibly one writes about these things, the perpe- 
trator of this type of crime has to have the ability 
to set aside the revulsion such activities generate. Like 
law enforcement personnel the world over, the Yard 
decided to start their investigation close to home with the 
husband of the deceased, Harry Dobkin. 

Harsy Was asked to drop into the Southwark Police Sta- 
tion, w he was gently told that a body found under a 
slab in the rubble of the Baptist Church was the mortal 
remains of his wife. He was also told that their prelimi- 
nary. investigation indicated that he had been on ‘fire 
watch duty’ in the area of the church in April of 1941 
when his wife went missing. 

Hardened officers have seen strong men crumble at 
such news, but Harry was different: He was a bluste 
braggart, who didn’t flinch when told of his wife’s dea 
or at the sly insinuation that he might be involved. He 
stated forcefully that he knew nothing whatever about 
Rachel’s death. ; 

Harry’s demeanor changed somewhat when he was read 
his rights. He gave police a long statement. Significantly, 
he used the phrase that his wife had been found ‘dead or 
murdered’. The police had never mentioned that Rachel 
had been murdered, although Harry may have surmised 
from their questions and warnings that they weren’t play- 
ing show and tell. 

A coroner’s inquest into the death was held. Harry 
remained calm as he heard the factual evidence sur-

the Dobkin marriage had been dissolved some time 
prior to Rachel’s disappearance. Harry failed to turn 
over support payments to his wife. When he fell in ar- 
rears, he had been jailed. Rachel hounded him as soon 
as he was released. She threatened him with further 
imprisonment if he didn’t make his payments on time. 
Harry listened to the damaging evidence, but he never 
lost me composure until he himself took the witness 
stand. 

Gruff Garry didn’t stand up well to the prosecu- 
tion’s cross examination. His shouting voice grew 
gradually lower. His head bowed as each bit of in- 
criminating evidence was reviewed over and over. 
Harry’s denials grew less forceful. He appeared to be 
a broken man as he stepped down from the witness 
box. : 

_Harry was found guilty and sentenced to death. 
After all appeals were exhausted, he was hanged in 
Wadsworth Prison. Ironically, Dr. Keith Simpson, the 
man who had brushed and scraped at a pile of bones 
until he established that a murder had taken place, 
conducted the post mortem on Harry Dobkin, the 
man he was instrumental in sending to the gallows.

PATROL 
MONITORS 
SPEEDING 
TRUCKERS

It’s easy when you're a trucker to let the nee- 
dle creep up a little when on an open stretch of 
highway in the middle of the night. After all, 
there’s only one car to pass and then it’s clear 
sailing. 

So the needle creeps up to 120 kilometres an 
hour, you pass the car and get home. You 
didn’t see the police, so you're home free. 

But when you meet your employer next, he 
may ask you about your speeding problem. But 
how did he know? Remember that single car 
you passed? 

That car was probably driven by a member 
of the Ontario Trucking Association's road 
patrol. After observing for a period of time, he 
filled out a report which was passed on to your 
employer. Your driving record isn’t affected 
but you may have some explaining to your 
employer to do. 

Road patrol members are 
people in the trucking in- 
dustry who have been ap- 
proved to fill out reports 
by the Ontario Trucking 
Association, said Colin 
Venning, director of opera- 
tion safety and security. 

“Tt’s all part of the (road 
safety) picture,’’ he said. 
“Owners like to be aware of 
what they're (drivers) are 
doing when they’re on the 
road.” 

Beginning in 1957, the 
patrol has grown to 200 
members and is now in the 
process of a membership 
drive. ‘‘We’d like to see as 
many as we can, "he said. 

While most of the patrol 
is concentrated in the 
golden horseshoe area, Mr 
Venning says they have an 
interest in getting more 
members in the Quinte 
area. And _ industry 
members have an advan- 
tage in forming such a net- 
work.

; Over the next few weeks we are going to be talk- 
ing about this and next year’s gardens.. About ex- 
tending the blooming period of roses and preparing 
them for winter. About lawns and how to make the 
most of the certain surge of growth that will be the 
result of the rains and cool temperatures that are 
sure to come, as well as ridding them of the fall 
weeds. Perhaps I'll talk you into a compost pile and 
out of raking leaves, and above all, how to take ad- 
vantage of the subtle changes that are taking place 
in your garden so that the last hurrah of this 
season's garden will be a loud one and next season’s 
even louder. 

It’s been an unusual year. High temperatures, 
drought-like conditions and drying winds have put

favourite vegetable - the tomato. 
I don’t remember a season when I have been get- 
ting so many questions on this favoured fruit, 
primarily with fruit that is either rotting or won't 
...Tipen. Both are climatic problems, the first a step- 
child of the drought-like conditions and the second, 
the result of high night temperatures. 

The conditions resulting in tomatoes with 
blackened, rotting bottoms is known as blossom- 
end rot. The blame used to be laid on the plant’s in- 
ability to take up calcium because of low night 
temperatures but now we know it is caused by 
marked changes in the content of soil moisture. We 
also know that it does originate solely at blossom 
time but can occur at any stange of development 
and at any time of the year. It is most serious when 
plants are growing rapidly, when soil mixture is 
plentiful and when are then hit by a prolonged dry 
spell. And we’ve had plenty of those this season. 

Nothing you can do about blossom-end rot this 
year, but next season, try to keep the moisture con- 
tent of your soil at an even level rather than soaking 
and allow to go dry. But there is something you can 
do about unripened fruit and you can do it with 
your pruning shears. 

The first thing to determine is what type of 
tomato plant you have - determinate or indeter- 
minate - also known as the bush or patio tomato. It 
is called determinate because it grows to a set 
height, about 30 inches, and then tops off by 
developing flower buds at the end of its leader stem 
and growing no higher. 

It’s-easy to tell if you have a determinate plant 
because by now it will have stopped growing and 
flowering and all its fruit will have set. With these, 
just let Nature take its course because ripening will 
happen as soon as the cool nights of late summer 
put in an appearance. 

But with the indeterminate tomatoes, the ones 
that are still growing and flowering, there is 
something you can do - prune. From this point on, 
you want all the plant’s energy to be directed into 
the ripening of fruit, not the growing of foliage and 
the setting of new fruit. Remove the terminal or top 
stem, clip away all flowers and any fruitless stems 
that are sticking out at all angles, making sure that 
the foliage shielding the fruit from the sun is left to 
protect them against sun scald. 

Don’t feed, it’s too late for that, but do try to en- 
sure a constant supply of water, not necessarily a 
lot, but rather a little a lot of times. 

Next week - late summer lawns.

But don’t think only 
poor drivers are reported. 
Positive reports on par- 
ticularly careful or 
courteous drivers are also 
handed in. 

The service “acts as a 
deterrent,’’ he said. 

Reactions at the Ten 
Acre Truck Stop on 
Wallbridge-Loyalist Road 
to the patrol were mixed 


among the different 
drivers. 
“T like the idea,” said 


Ben, a driver for 12 years. 
“it wouldn’t hurt.”’ 

But Robert, a driver for 
22 years, thinks the patrol 
should expand its service 
to ‘‘4 wheelers” as well. “If 
they’re out there just to 
pick on truckers it’s 
stupid,’” he said. He also 
explained that drivers 
should be able to see the 
report first so they can 
give an explanation for 
their actions. 

“Tt’s not a bad idea,” 
said Perry, a driver for 9 
years. ‘‘There’s a lot of 
good and bad drivers on 
the road.”” He even likes 
the idea better than put- 
ting another law on the 
books only for truckers. 

“Everytime there’s 
another accident, there’s 
another law,’’ he complain- 
ed. ‘We don’t need them.” 

When asked about if he 
thought the patrol was 
needed, Raymond, a driver 
for almost 40 years, said ‘‘I 
don’t think so. There’s 
enough of them (law en- 
forcement) on the road 
without that watching us.’ 

None of the drivers ques- 
tioned, however, had ever 
seen a report done on them. 

The one thing that’s cer- 
tain, however, is that the 
people who share the roads 
with the transports pro- 
bably have an opinion of 
their own.

f ever there was a real life Jekyll and Hyde 
| Christopher Wilder was that man. To

Wilder kept moving. On April 4, at the Del Amo 
Fashion Square in Torrance, Cal., Tina Marie 
Risico, 16, was lured into his car. Her first night 
was spent in a motel in San Diego. She was bound, 
tortured and sexually abused. Despite being sought 
by the FBI as the country’s most wanted crimi- 
nal, Wilder remained at large. 

Travelling with Tina Marie, Wilder arrived at 
Merrillville, Indiana, five days later. Apparently 
Tina Marie was now reduced to a robot, obeying 
Wilder’s every command. In Merrillville, she 
approached Donnette Wilt and told the 16-year-old 
high school student that she could introduce her to a 
man who could get her a job modelling teenaged 
clo . Wilder pulled a gun on the terror-stricken 
girl. After tying her up, he threw her into the back 
seat of the Cougar. 

As Tina Marie drove, Donnette was raped in the 
back seat. The trio’s first night was spent in an 
Ohio hotel, where Donnette was again raped. Night 
number two found them in Niagara Falls, New 
York. Once again, Donnette was tortured and raped. 
In the morning, according to the FBI, the three 
watched a television show and saw Tina Marie’s 
mother pleading for her daughter’s safe return. 

Wilder made his way into the Finger Lakes Dis- 
trict of New York State. In the deeply wooded area 
outside Barrington he untied Donnette but kept her 
blindfolded. He then plunged a knife into her chest 
and twice into her back. Donnette was left for dead

Wilder drove to Boston, Mass. Here, this strange 
monster displayed his only moment of compassion. 
He drove Tina Marie to Logan International Airport, 
pressed hundred dollar bills into her hand and told 
her to go home to Los Angeles. Tina Marie had 
bee with Wilder for nine days and somehow sur- 
vived. 


The evil game wasn’t quite over for Christopher 
Wilder. He made his way into New Hampshire to 
the village of Colebrook, about 20 miles from the 
Canadian border, where he stopped for gas. 

New Hampshire State Troopers spotted the stolen 
car. State Trooper Leo Jellison approached Wilder 
as he loitered outside his vehicle. All Jellison said 
was, “I want a word with you.”’ Wilder bolted into 
the car and grabbed a Magnum .357 from the glove 
compartment. Jellison was in close pursuit. The two 
men struggled. The gun went off twice. Chris Wilder 
lay dead in his own blood. The first bullet had gone 
through Wilder’s body and struck Jellison in the 
chest. He eventually recovered from his wound. 

It was all over for Christopher Wilder, the true 
life Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde, who, for 47 days 
tortured, raped and murdered as he zigzagged 
across an entire nation.

“The Tory definition of 
culture is dancing, CBC, 
writing and eskimo art,” 
he said. ‘“‘Culture is how we 
think and how we act.”’ 

He then parallelled 
violence in the U.S. to its 
culture. 

Accusing the U.S. as 
wanting a “fortress North 
America,”’ Mr. Wilson ac- 
cused the government of 
creating the “abortion of 
Canadian resources” in the 
agreement. 

“Tf we love the country, 
we must fight,” he urged. 

His speech also attacked 
the PC government for try- 
ing to de-index pensions 
and increasing taxes for 
the average family by 
$1,000 in four years. 

Guest speaker for the 
evening was retired Maj. 
Gen. Leonard Johnson, 
also an NDP candidate for 
Kingston and the Islands. 

Although he usually 
speaks on disarmament 
and defense policies, his 
speech centered on other 
political issues. In par- 


_ticular, he called for “‘fair 


trade, not free trade.” 

He accused Mr. 
Mulroney of being a 
“branch plant prime 
minister” and a “‘continen- 
talist.”’ 

He also touched on the 
PC government's increases 
in taxation, what he feels 
are flawed social policies 
and the debate on free 
trade. ‘ 

“Tt deserves more debate 
than 11 days,”’ he said.

This film is based on a series of incidents that 
took place in Texas between 1979 and 1981 when 
Vietnamese refugees were being re-located in the 

Inited States. 

: ae Bay, a small town on the Gulf Coast of 
Texas, is almost exclusively dependent on the 
fishing industry. When the Vietnamese arrived and 
started competing with local fishermen, relations 
between the two groups quickly went from merely 
bad to impossible. 

There ate any doubt about which side has 
more clout. The Vietnamese are polite and in- 
dustrious and they are the “‘outsiders.”” The Texans 
are mainly rednecks or “good ole boys”, who all 
carry rifles in their trucks and whose response in 
any dispute is to say: “I oughta shoot you!.”” 

Their resentment is partly because of the com- 
petitive situation, but basically it is pure racism - 
they refer to the Vietnamese as ‘‘gooks” and treat 
them with contempt. The Ku Klux Klan is over- 
joyed at having the opportunity to escalate the 
resentment into viu.ence. 

4 sub-plot involves an extra-marital affair 
between the leader of the American fishermen (Har- 
ris) and the daughter (Madigan) of the man who 
employs most of the Vietnamese. Most of the locals 
resent anyone who is not totally dedicated to runn- 
ing the competition out of town. 

The story flows well and the excitement increases 
as the conflict becomes more intense. The acting is 
good and the film is realistic. Children would likely 
enjoy this movie and, despite some violence, there is 
no reason why they should not be allowed to watch 
it
